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NEWBURY   LIBRARY 

The  Town  Meeting  of  1882,  "voted  to  appropriate  twenty  five  dollars  of  the  money 
now  in  the  town  treasury  for  a  free  public  library  in  1893".  With  these  words, 
Newbury  began  its  venture  into  providing  a  public  library  for  its  citizens. 

The  Trustees  noted  our  100  year  anniversary  by  having  an  Open  House  at  the 
library  in  August  and  by  the  planting  of  a  Centennial  Garden  in  memory  of  Amey 
Beal,  a  former  Trustee. 

Other  events  provided  by  the  Trustees  and  Friends  of  the  Library  were: 

1)  Valentine's  party  for  children 

2)  Pre-school  storyhour  February  -  May  and  September  -  December; 
Wednesdays  at  10:00  a.m.  We  have  had  an  exceptionally  large  turnout  of  listeners 
this  fall,  sometimes  15-20  children  and  their  parents.  After  the  story,  the  children 
make  art  projects  relating  to  the  book,  guided  by  the  creative  ideas  of  Bev  Wolf. 

3)  Memorial  Day  Book  and  Bake  Sale  -  our  annual  fundraiser. 

4)  4th  of  July  Parade  in  South  Newbury.  Many  decorated  bicycles  and 
cars  adorned  this  patriotic  event.  Following  the  parade,  a  community  picnic  was 
held  behind  the  Town  Offices  with  music  provided  by  the  Kearsarge  Community 
Band. 

5)  Summer  Reading  Program  in  July  and  August  was  a  continuation  of 
our  birthday  celebration;  children  decorated  our  "cake"  with  candles  to  note  the 
amount  of  books  they  had  read  during  the  summer.  We  ended  the  program  August 
27th  with  a  party  for  our  participants. 

6)  Annual  Tree  Lighting  in  December  at  the  Center  Meeting  House  with 
refreshments  provided  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library.  We  thank  the  Donut  Factory 
for  their  generous  donation  of  doughnuts. 

7)  The  Friends  of  the  Library  purchased  one  year  passes  to  the  Christa 
McAuliffe  Planetarium,  the  Science  Enrichment  Encounter,  and  the  Currier  Gallery 
of  Art  for  use  by  our  patrons.  These  passes  will  be  good  until  May  of  1994  and 
we  encourage  more  residents  to  use  them. 

During  1993,  241  books  were  purchased,  132  adult  and  109  juvenile.  The  Trustees 
make  a  special  effort  to  try  to  buy  books  at  a  substantial  discount.  For  our 
$3,000.00  appropriation  from  the  Town,  we  spent  just  over  $12.00  per  book  for 
1993.  For  our  book  circulation:  4,457  books  were  taken  out;  2021  adult  and 
2436  juvenile.  There  were  2,638  visits  to  our  library  from  patrons. 

Our  main  goal  for  1994  is  to  purchase  a  computer  for  our  library.  This  will  allow 
us  to  have  access  to  all  public  libraries  (town  and  college)  in  the  state  that  are  on 
line  with  the  State  Library  System.  You  will  be  able  to  access  their  information 
and  more  quickly  borrow  books  from  anywhere  in  the  state.  We  will  also  purchase 
software  that  will  greatly  update  our  resources  such  as  a  new  encyclopedia.  We 
will  also  be  updating  our  own  catalog  system.  In  order  to  facilitate  this,  we  plan 
to  hire  a  new  part-time  staff  member  with  computer  experience. 
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Our  other  goals  will  be  to  return  the  swings  to  the  play  area  with  sand  underneath 
for  safety,  to  improve  the  landscape  in  front  of  the  building,  and  to  have  the 
building  painted  this  year. 

The  Trustees  and  Librarians  hope  that  we  continue  to  meet  the  literary  needs  of  our 
patrons.  Your  input  is  important  to  us;  please  visit  us  often  in  1994.

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HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

The  Newbury  Historical  Society  has  continued  to  focus  its  activities  throughout 
1993.  We  began  the  year  with  $793.36  and  steadily  added  to  our  treasury  through 
annual  dues,  postcard  sales,  private  contributions  and  our  allocation  from  the  town. 
After  paying  for  routine  expenses,  the  treasury  balance  now  stands  at  $1,108.16. 
The  Society  experienced  two  irreplaceable  losses  this  year:  the  historic  Knollwood 
Inn  which  was  demolished  by  the  Lake  Sunapee  Savings  Bank,  and  our  good  friend 
Martha  Blake,  who  served  as  an  Incorporator,  Director,  and  Honorary  Member. 
Their  absence  motivates  us  to  intensify  our  efforts  to  preserve  local  landmarks  and 
to  collect  oral  history  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

At  the  end  of  the  1992/1993  season,  the  Society  had  65  members  on  its  roster.  So 
far  during  the  1993/1995  season,  88  people  have  joined  or  renewed  their 
membership.  Our  annual  dues  are  $3.00  per  person,  $5.00  per  family,  $25.00  per 
business,  or  a  one-time  fee  of  $100.00  for  Life  Membership.  Payments  or 
inquiries  may  be  either  mailed  to  the  Society,  in  careo  of  PO  Box  176,  Newbury, 
or  relayed  through  any  of  our  Directors. 

At  our  annual  meeting  held  on  July  25  at  the  Center  Meeting  House,  Tracy  Messer 
was  recognized  as  the  newest  Life  Member.  Our  currentDirectors  are:  Meg  Ames 
(President),  George  Birse  (Vice  President),  Alice  Lynn  (Treasurer),  Tracy  Messer 
(Recording  Secretary),  Kay  Sanborn  (Corresponding  Secretary),  Bill  Weiler 
(Membership  Chair),  Clifford  Ayer,  Janet  Dolben  and  Harold  Messer,  Jr. 
Following  the  business  meeting,  the  audience  learned  about  the  histories  of  the  Bly 
Hill  Meeting  House,  Center  Meeting  House,  and  Jonathan  Perkins  House. 

The  Society  is  making  an  effort  to  become  more  visible  within  our  community. 
Sherman  Hall,  our  South  Newbury  headquarters,  is  regularly  open  the  last  Sunday 
of  each  summer  month,  and  by  appointment.  In  conjunction  with  the  John  Hay 
Wildlife  Refuge,  the  Society  presented  an  historical  slide  show  on  July  30.  At  the 
town's  second  annual  Newbury  Day  held  at  the  State  Park  on  September  5th  we 
hosted  a  display  of  historical  items.  Several  articles  about  Newbury  landmarks  and 
institutions  have  been  written  this  year  and  will  continue  to  be  submitted  for 
publication  in  the  Argus  Champion.  During  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Society 
acquired  valuable  documents,  artifacts,  and  research.  Many  thanks  to  all  who  have 
generously  contributed  their  time  and  other  gifts  to  the  Society. 

Our  primary  goal  for  the  coming  year  is  to  have  a  transcription  of  Newbury 
gravestones  ready  for  publication  by  the  end  of  1994.  Additionally,  the  Society 
plans  to  continue  organizing  and  cataloging  artifacts  in  Sherman  Hall  and  working 
with  the  Planning  Board's  Master  Plan  Committee  to  adopt  the  Governor's 
"Cornerstones"  project  which  involves  identifying  key  features  of  the  town  which 
should  be  protected  and  preserved  for  future  generations.  To  accomplish  these 
objectives,  we  encourage  all  members  to  take  a  more  active  role  in  collecting  and 
organizing  Newbury  History.

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SCHOOL   BOARD 

This  is  my  last  report  to  you  as  School  Board  Representative  for  the  Town  of 
Newbury.  I  have  decided  not  to  seek  re-election,  and  I  wish  my  successor  the  best 
of  luck  in  his  or  her  future  deliberations  on  the  Board. 

Through  the  years  I  have  seen  many  changes  occur  in  the  School  District.  To 
meet  the  needs  of  the  District  we  have  built  two  new  elementary  schools  and 
enlarged  and  expanded  two  others.  We  also  split  away  from  SAU  43  and  formed 
our  own  SAU  65  to  have  more  direct  control  and  efficiency  in  operation  in  the 
School  District. 

Curriculum  changes  are  an  on-going  process  and  will  result  in  a  stronger  course  of 
studies  with  a  sequential  approach,  instead  of  the  trial  and  error  methods  of  the 
past.  Our  schools  have  an  excellent  staff  and  administration  who  serve  the  District 
well,  both  now  and  into  the  future. 

We  still  have  long  arduous  district  meetings,  prolonged  by  taxpayers  disgruntled 
over  ever-increasing  budgets.  This  will  continue  as  long  as  New  Hampshire 
continues  to  be  dead  last  in  state  aid  to  education. 

Out  of  a  12  million  dollar  budget,  we  as  a  District  realize  less  than  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  in  state  aid  —  and  that  is  received  only  by  Warner  and  Bradford. 

Because  District  meeting  falls  on  March  5  this  year,  you  may  be  reading  this  after 
the  School  District  meeting  takes  place.  If  you  read  this  before  District  meeting, 
the  issues  this  year  include: 

1 )  Reapportionment  (a  hot  debate  will  ensue  to  say  the  least) 

2)  Budget  (up  around  7%  over  last  year) 

3)  2  million  plus  expansion  of  athletic  fields  (this  will  be  a  warrant  article  bonded 
over  five  years  and  there  is  state  aid  for  some  of  it.) 

4)  Ratifying  2  year  teacher-board  contract  settlement. 

As  always  the  district  meeting  should  be  long  and  interesting.

KINDERGARTEN  AND  PRESCHOOL.  As  many  of  its  members  are  Newbury 
residents  and  the  Town  so  graciously  voted  to  support  our  efforts,  it  was  felt  that 
the  Newbury  community  should  be  clearly  identified  in  our  school  name. 

The  demand  for  early  education  within  the  Kearsarge  Regional  School  District  has 
kept  our  kindergarten  and  preschool  programs  filled  to  capacity.  Unfortunately,  we 
were  unable  to  provide  the  program  to  every  family  who  wished  to  enroll  their 
child.  Currently  we  have  three  children  on  our  waiting  list  to  enroll  in  the 
kindergarten  program.  The  school  serves  30  children  from  29  area  homes. 
Thirteen  of  these  children  are  from  Newbury  homes. 

Kindergarten  is  not  mandated  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire;  therefore,  the  school 
must  adhere  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  in  order  to  acquire  the  necessary  license.  One  regulation  we  must  adhere 
to  is  a  clean  and  healthy  environment.  The  school  contracted  to  have  the 
classroom,  kitchen  and  restroom  facilities  professionally  cleaned  weekly. 

As  the  school  is  housed  in  the  Bradford  Town  Hall,  the  issue  of  the  children's 
safety  was  presented  to  the  Board  in  November.  The  Board,  The  Bradford  Town 
Facilities  Committee,  and  the  Bradford  Police  Chief  discussed  ways  to  increase 
school  security.  The  measures,  currently  not  in  effect,  will  be  in  effect  in  the  near 
future.  The  school  also  took  steps  to  increase  fire  safety,  installing  four  additional 
smoke  detectors. 

In  the  past,  outdoor  activity  was  limited  to  the  occasional  nature  walk.  Physical 
activity  was  expended  in  the  upstairs  of  the  Bradford  Town  Hall.  The  Bradford  Fire 
Marshal  informed  the  Board  that  this  was  no  longer  an  option.  The  school,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Bradford  Selectmen,  is  now  using  an  area  of  land  around  the 
building  for  outdoor  play.  Equipment  purchases  will  be  made  in  the  Spring  to 
complete  the  play  area  for  both  safety  reasons  and  for  the  children's  activity. 

The  School  was  fortunate  to  obtain  three  lap  top  computers,  donated  by  Digital 
Corporation.  The  computers  have  been  an  incredible  education  tool  for  the  kids. 
For  some  children  it  is  their  first  experience  with  computers.  The  kindergarten 
children  will  have  continued  exposure  to  computers  in  the  entry  level  of  the 
elementary  school.  Early  exposure  will  make  them  feel  more  comfortable  and  be 
more  productive  with  their  computer  time.  As  adults  we  may  feel  a  bit 
intimidated,  but  this  certainly  is  the  future  for  our  children.   Additional  computer 
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programs  will  be  purchased  after  the  Board  has  completed  an  age  appropriate,  cost 
availability  investigation.  Due  to  the  building's  age,  the  location  and  number  of 
electrical  outlets  became  an  issue;  a  top  of  the  line  surge  protector  was  put  in  place 
along  with  a  size  appropriate  computer  table  constructed  by  an  area  carpenter. 

The  school  always  uses  parent  skills  and  talents  or  area  businesses  to  provide 
necessary  services  required  by  the  program.  We  have  been  fortunate  to  have  many 
talented  and  giving  people  in  our  communities  who  support  early  education. 

There  are  still  many  items  within  our  program  that  we  must  update.  Much  of  the 
equipment  has  not  been  updated  in  twenty  years;  however  the  Board  and  school 
staff  work  hard  at  not  over  spending  and  limit  our  major  purchases  to  the  last  half 
of  the  school  year.  We  work  at  keeping  our  program  affordable  to  every  member 
in  the  surrounding  communities.  Not  every  family  qualifies  for  the  Headstart 
program  or  can  afford  the  more  costly  private  programs.  Because  of  the  support 
the  Town  of  Newbury  gave  to  our  school  the  children  from  middle  income  families 
have  an  affordable,  quality  early  education  program  available  to  them.  Our  sincere 
appreciation  is  extended  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  residents  of  the  Town  of 
Newbury.

The  Town's  Operating  Budget  was  hammered  out  over  the  course  of  many  hearings 
with  the  individual  department  heads  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Again  the  budget 
is  higher  than  it  might  be  hoped,  but  it  is  reasonable  when  one  looks  at  what  we 
are  trying  to  accomplish  with  it.  Some  highlights  of  this  budget  over  last  year's 
include:  (with  approximate  dollar  value  in  parenthesis)

(+$12,000.00) 

•  across  the  board  benefit  package  increase  for  town  employees  (+$10,000.00)

Equipment  rental  (+$9,000.00) 
Blasting  (+$2,000.00) 

•  Police  Department  (+$10,167.00) 

Increases  include:  Full  year's  salary  for  Admin.  Asst.  (voted  at  '93  town 
meeting)  (+$7,280.00) 
Chiefs  contract  salary  increase  (+$2,132.00) 
Added  training/patrol  coverage  re  new  officers  (+$2,965.00) 

•  Planning  Board  (+$  1 ,950.00) 

Increase  includes:  Mapping  for  Master  Plan  (+$2,500.00) 

•  Fire  Department  (+$2,080.00) 
Increase  includes:  Salaries  (+$2,000.00) 
Parts/permits  for  3  new  dry  hydrants  (+$1,700.00) 

•  Building  Inspection  (+$2,100.00) 
•Library  (+$1,670.00) 

•  Transfer  Station  (+$1,140.00) 

On  a  more  pleasant  note  you  will  see  that  with  our  economy  improving  (and  a 
watchful  eye  from  our  Welfare  Director)  our  Welfare  Assistance  Budget  has  dropped 
almost  $10,000.00!!   Thank  you,  Pat. 

Our  sincere  thanks  go  out  to  the  department  heads  and  the  Selectmen  for  their 
cooperation  during  these  hearings.

The  previous  contracts  had  been  for  one  year,  but  because  of  the  equipment  the 
contractors  had  to  have  to  do  a  good  job,  we  and  the  Selectmen  all  agreed  to  draw 
up  a  contract  for  three  years,  which  was  done. 

We  completed  cleaning  the  stones  in  Lakeside  Cemetery. 

There  was  more  preliminary  work  done  on  the  Booth-Sherman  Cemetery.  We  now 
have  a  map  with  some  lots  plotted  —  some  for  burial  and  some  for  cremations. 

Our  goal  for  1994,  besides  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  cemeteries,  would  be  to 
sand-blast  the  wrought  iron  fence  in  the  Bean  Cemetery  and  paint  same.  This 
cemetery  is  at  the  corner  of  Baker  Hill  Road  and  Stony  Brook  Road,  a  very  nice 
cemetery.  This  was  a  gift  to  the  Town  in  1825  A.D.  by  Samuel  Bean,  who  owned 
land  in  both  Sutton  and  Newbury. 

Be  reminded  there  are  no  burials  in  the  winter  months.

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PLANNING    BOARD 

In  1993  the  largest  number  of  Planning  Board  hearings  fell  into  the  category  of 
"Informational,"  indicating  that  most  of  our  applicants  were  exploring  their 
options  before  deciding  what  to  actually  request.  Another  large  category  was 
approval  for  "phases"  of  proposed  developments,  again  reflecting  the  caution 
developers  have  learned  from  the  recent  economic  downswing. 

Site  plan  action  for  businesses  was  continual  (15  hearings)  and  ranged  from  large 
scale  efforts  such  as  Johnson  Brook  Lodge  to  one  person  cottage  industries  such  as 
the  Marzelli  photography  studio. 

Master  Plan  work  began  with  a  brainstorming  session  in  February  and  a  March 
hearing  with  much  input  from  local  groups  such  as  the  Conservation  Commission 
and  the  Historical  Society.  Two  major  decisions  were  the  unification  around 
Newbury's  existing  assets  (natural,  historical,  and  character)  and  the  need  to  consult 
townspeople  about  what  they  would  like  to  see  in  their  own  areas  of  town. 
Information  identifying  assets  and  area  concerns  is  a  prelude  to  decision  about 
whether  or  not  to  set  up  separate  zoning  for  specific  unique  areas  of  town.  Area 
meetings  were  held  at  Mt.  Sunapee,  the  Hay  Estate,  and  South  Newbury;  a  special 
meeting  was  also  set  up  for  non-resident  taxpayers.  At  each  of  those  meetings  the 
Board  asked  what  assets  and  features  are  liked  and  need  reinforcement,  what 
problems  and  issues  are  of  concern,  what  most  gives  a  sense  of  community  in 
Newbury,  and  who  will  serve  as  volunteers  on  subcommittees.  Currently  the 
Board  is  preparing  a  questionnaire  for  all  taxpayers;  mapping  needs  are  also  being 
identified  so  that  information  will  be  available  on  accurate  maps  in  the  Master 
Plan.  Completion  is  planned  for  March  1995. 

Our  thorniest  problem  was  the  contradiction  between  the  actual  development  of 
Park  10  off  Route  103  and  the  paper  plan  drawn  decades  ago  without  regard  for  how 
steep  slopes  would  direct  the  actual  building  of  road,  driveways,  and  residences.  An 
old  problem,  a  subdivision  proposal  rejected  by  the  Planning  Board,  has  been  in 
litigation  for  seven  years,  but  Town  Attorney  Bart  Mayer  notified  the  Board  that 
the  court  has  dismissed  the  case. 

Marina  property  at  the  center  of  town  has  been  on  the  Planning  Board  agenda  since 
April.  It  first  appeared  in  the  hands  of  Bank  One  which  the  court  had  "advised  .  .  . 
to  take  possession  and  control  of  their  interest  in  the  property."  The  bank 
proposed  such  intrusions  as  fencing  along  103  and  paving  behind  the  buildings 
near  the  lake.  The  Planning  Board  advised  the  bank  to  "be  conservative"  and  to 
read  the  shoreland  regulations.  An  appraiser  trying  to  figure  a  fair  price  for 
prospective  buyers  appeared  in  June.  By  October  the  real  estate  of  Beacon  Marina 
had  been  conveyed  and  Beacon's  "full  marina  operation"  will  "secure"  operations 
across  103;  hearings  on  that  move  are  continuing.  In  December  Dan  Wolf,  one  of 
the  new  partners  in  what  will  become  Newbury  Station  Marina,  requested 
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information  about  what  the  Board  needs  to  know  about  redevelopment  of  the 
lakeside  marina.  The  Board  responded  with  six  major  issues  of  concern: 

•  each  individual  structure's  use  or  disappearance 

•  detailed  parking  plan 

•  a  whole  area  (railroad  station  through  information  center)  vision 

•  how  the  marina  will  relate  "in  a  friendly  way"  to  pedestrian  traffic 

•  role  of  the  boat  launch  and  relationship  of  that  to  the  town 

•  overall  what  is  envisioned  for  this  "centerpiece  of  the  whole  town" 

The  Board  also  expressed  confidence  in  the  developer's  ability  and  integrity  and 
looks  forward  to  working  on  bettering  that  property  so  central  (and  visible)  to  the 
town. 

The  Planning  Board  continues  to  work  to  clarify  regulations  and  to  get  the 
language  closer  to  what  the  boards  and  the  public  agree  are  the  best  intentions  we 
can  project  for  now.  For  example  the  term  clear  cutting  in  the  buffer  zone,  a  fifty 
foot  area,  triggers  a  steep  slope  two  acre  definition  —  not  what  was  meant. 
Regulation  revision  will  always  be  ongoing  because  when  rules  are  used  by  the 
various  boards  new  issues  continue  to  surface. 

At  the  New  Hampshire  Lakes  Congress  Newbury  was  recognized  for  underscoring 
"the  need  to  have  good  information  and  a  basis  of  common  understanding  so  that 
people  involved  in  and  observing  the  process  share  a  collective  sense  of  ownership 
and  responsibility  for  whatever  ordinances"  the  community  may  enact.  The 
Planning  Board,  along  with  the  Zoning  Board  and  the  Conservation  Commission, 
continues  to  request  a  Code  Enforcement  Officer  both  to  enforce  rules  and  to 
educate  about  best  practices.  The  Board  is  also  encouraging  creation  of  a  new  map 
numbering  system  that  will  facilitate  research  and  record  keeping. 

The  tragic  violence  at  the  Town  Office  cannot  be  put  in  the  past  without  comment 
from  this  Board,  for  it  is  one  of  the  "existing  conditions"  that  will  have  impact  on 
Newbury's  future.  The  coming  together  of  the  people  in  this  town  —  to  support  all 
those  bereaved  —  signals  how  much  importance  Newbury's  people  give  to  the 
general  welfare,  not  just  in  word  but  also  in  action  and  feeling.  Newbury  revealed 
itself  to  be  a  town  which  handles  tragedy  with  care. 

Please  continue  to  nurture  that  care  and  to  keep  communication  open  with  this 
Board  so  that  we  can  all  try  to  continue  to  do  what  reflects  Newbury's  best.

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Regional  Planning  Commission  is  a  voluntary 
association  of  31  towns,  four  in  Vermont  and  27  New  Hampshire  communities. 
The  Commission  is  concerned  with  the  development  of  comprehensive  plans  for 
beneficial  and  balanced  economic,  environmental  and  social  growth  in  the  Region. 
It  functions  as  a  research,  resource,  and  informational  agency,  and  when 
appropriate,  acts  to  obtain  Federal,  State  and  other  approvals,  grants-in-aid,  loans 
and  similar  assistance  for  individual  member  towns  and  for  the  Region.  The 
Commission  provides  technical  assistance  to  member  communities  in  the  areas  of 
planning  (land  use,  transportation,  water  quality,  etc.),  mapping,  community 
development,  grantsmanship  and  grant  administration.  In  addition,  regional 
publications,  such  as  our  Regional  Profile,  regional  studies,  such  as  our 
Regional  Transportation  Plan,  and  regional  projects,  such  as  the  Lake  Sunapee 
Watershed  Management  Plan,  are  undertaken  to  the  benefit  of  more  than  one 
community. 

In  the  past  year,  services  such  as  our  Planning  Board  training  series  and  library, 
which  features  maps,  planning  resources  and  US  Census  data,  were  available  to  all 
of  our  member  communities. 

In  1993,  our  work  specifically  for  the  Town  of  Newbury  included: 

Assisted  Planning  Board  with  revisions  to  the  Site  Plan  Review  Regulations  and 

amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

Provided  information  about  hazardous  waste  disposal  to  gardener  at  Hay  Estate. 

Started  work  on  new  Master  Plan. 

Continue  to  provide  circuit  rider  services. 

In  December  provided  wetlands  map  of  the  Town  using  Landsat  vegetative  data. 

Our  Commission  looks  forward  to  continuing  to  serve  Newbury  in  the  coming 
year. 

Services   Which   Benefit   AH   Member   Communities 

-  Completed  a  Regional  Buildout  Analysis  which  investigated  the  impacts  on 
population,  traffic  and  number  of  dwelling  units  and  school  aged  children  assuming 
the  region  were  totally  built  out  under  zoning  ordinances  in  each  town. 

-  Continued  the  Lake  Sunapee  Watershed  Management  Plan  which  analyzes  the  full 
build-out  of  the  watershed  on  lake  water  quality  and  evaluates  alternative  lake 
protection  strategies. 

-  Updated  the  Regional  Profile,  our  regional  compendium  of  population, 
housing,  economic  and  other  data,  including  1990  census  data.

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-  Training  topics  covered  in  this  year's  training  sessions  offered  to  New  Hampshire 
Planning  Board  members  included  integrating  GIS  into  community  planning, 
capital  improvements  programming  and  basics  for  new  planning  board  members. 
A  workshop  was  held  for  Vermont  zoning  board  members  and  zoning 
administrators  on  the  granting  of  conditional  uses  and  variances. 

-  Through  our  Economic  Initiative  Project,  work  has  begun  to  develop  a  one  page 
data  summary  of  each  town  in  the  region  to  be  used  to  document  the  community's 
economic  vision  and  to  promote  the  community. 

-  Consult  and  help  residents  of  member  communities  as,  and  when,  asked. 

-  Meet  with  state  officials  and  agency  representatives  to  influence  policy  and  to 
help  keep  the  Region  an  active  participant  in  many  ongoing  programs.  This 
includes  activity  with  transportation,  solid  waste,  economic  development,  and 
environmental  regulatory  agencies  in  both  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont. 

-  Maintain  a  library  of  regional  data,  maps  and  planning  resources,  and  answer 
many  requests  for  information. 

-  Use  the  Geographical  Information  System  (GIS)  to  perform  mapping  and 
analyses  for  member  town.

-  Work  with  Upper  Valley  Land  Trust  and  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  NH 
Forests  to  protect  open  space  and  conserve  important  parcels  of  land. 

-  Participate  in  and  work  with  the  Connecticut  River  Valley  Resource 
Commission. 

-  Review  land  use  controls  and  master  plans,  and  suggest  amendments. 
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ZONING  BOARD   OF  ADJUSTMENT 

Activity  at  the  ZBA  diminished  substantially  in  1993,  reflecting  the  clarifications 
of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  which  were  passed  last  year.  The  ZBA  has  made 
additional  recommendations  to  the  Planning  Board  which  if  passed  by  the  Town 
should  further  reduce  the  need  of  property  owners  to  come  before  the  ZBA  for 
Special  Exceptions  and  Variances. 

This  year  we  held  a  total  of  10  hearings  categorized  as  follows:

CHIEF  OF  POLICE 

1993  has  been  a  year  of  mixed  emotions.  On  the  positive  note  we  have  varied  our 
approach  to  address  the  needs  of  our  citizens.  Our  community  orientated  approach 
has  been  on  going  all  year,  and  officers  have  met  with  and  introduced  themselves  to 
many  of  Newbury's  residents.  As  an  example  of  our  involvement  with  local 
residents  we  have  developed  a  bicycle  patrol  in  Blodgett  Landing.  This  patrol  is  a 
fine  example  of  the  partnership  in  problem  solving  between  the  department  and  the 
community  it  serves.  We  have  also  initiated  directed  patrols  to  address  the 
complaints  of  speeding  vehicles  on  roadways  throughout  the  town.  Besides  the 
deterrent  factor,  all  the  residents  who  initiate  complaints  are  recontacted  and  advised 
of  the  patrol  results.  During  the  blizzard  of  March  1993  we,  the  Selectmen, 
Emergency  Management,  and  Fire  Department,  developed  a  list  of  residents  who 
might  need  assistance  during  trying  times. 

Newbury  Highway  Safety  Committee  has  worked  with  the  Town  Highway  and  the 
New  Hampshire  Department  of  Transportation  to  improve  areas  of  concern  within 
the  community.  For  example  the  embankment  on  Rt.  103 A  was  cut  back  to 
improve  visibility  when  turning  left  onto  Bowles  Road,  and  the  embankment 
along  Old  Post  Road  at  the  intersection  of  Old  Province  Road  is  also  scheduled  for 
modification. 

We  now  have  a  mutual  aid  agreement  with  surrounding  towns.  In  addition  the  area 
chiefs,  in  joint  effort,  have  started  a  year  long  training  schedule  which  will  be 
offered  locally.  This  will  allow  a  greater  number  of  officers  to  take  advantage  of 
the  training. 

In  1994  our  goals  are  to  further  our  relationship  with  the  people  we  serve.  We 
have  set  goals  for  the  coming  year  which  include  completing  our  operational 
manual,  and  developing  a  communication  system  to  better  serve  the  community 
with  fire,  rescue,  and  police  protection. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  all  of  you  for  your  support,  with  a 
special  note  of  thanks  to  the  Newbury  Fire  Department.  Our  working  relationship 
was  clearly  demonstrated  during  the  tragic  events  of  November  1st.  I  am  very 
proud  to  be  a  part  of  Newbury's  Safety  Services  Team. 

I  would  like  to  extend  a  note  of  thanks  to  Officers  Patrick  Tighe  and  Graham 
Baynes  for  their  service  to  the  police  department.

In  1993  the  Emergency  incidents  were  down  1%  from  1992.  In  all  categories  the 
calls  were  down,  except  Auto  accidents  more  than  doubled.  Sixteen  of  the  Auto 
Accidents  were  in  the  second  half  of  the  year. 

The  Fire  Department  will  be  continuing  with  their  activities  in  1994  including 
Bingo,  Auction,  Halloween  Party,  and  Christmas  Party.  The  Halloween  Party  has 
expanded  over  the  past  few  years.  The  Haunted  House  has  moved  from  the  Fire 
Station  to  the  Veterans  Hall.  The  Firemen  now  spend  many  hours  setting  up  the 
best  Haunted  House  in  the  area. 


The  Fire  Department  and  the  Police  Department  were  the  sponsors  of  the  Second 
Annual  Newbury  Day.  This  year  the  day  was  kicked  off  with  a  Parade  from  South 
Newbury  to  Mount  Sunapee. 
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Next  year  we  hope  to  add  some  dry  hydrants  in  Town.   A  committee  of  Firemen 
will  research  the  area  in  town  where  the  hydrants  will  be  installed. 
The  committee  will  look  at  factors  of  population  and  distance  traveled  for  water 
currently  to  determine  the  locations  of  the  hydrants.

The  Bradford  Rescue  Squad  responded  to  a  total  of  170  calls  in  1993:  85  in 
Bradford,  49  in  Newbury,  25  in  Sutton,  and  11  in  Warner.  We  answered  86 
medical  emergencies,  and  43  trauma  emergencies  (not  motor  vehicle  related).  We 
responded  to  26  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  15  fires. 

The  Bradford  Rescue  Squad  enjoyed  two  "firsts"  in  1993.  The  Squad,  led  by  EMT 
Peter  Fenton,  delivered  its  first  baby!  In  addition,  Bradford  is  the  first  squad  in  the 
area  to  purchase  a  Patient  Assessment  Monitor  for  their  ambulance.  This  state  of 
the  art  piece  of  equipment  greatly  increases  the  ability  to  treat  the  patient  more 
quickly  and  efficiently  during  transport.  This  purchase  was  made  possible  by 
donations  received  in  memory  of  Marc  Geoffrion  and  Sally  Wheeler. 

The  Bradford  Rescue  Squad  Ambulance  covers  the  town  of  Bradford,  plus  half  of 
Newbury,  half  of  Sutton,  and  a  portion  of  Warner.  The  vehicle  is  now  10  years 
old,  and  we  look  forward  to  replacing  it  this  spring.  Each  town  has  an  article  on 
its  town  warrant  asking  for  a  sum  of  money  towards  the  new  ambulance  in 
proportion  to  the  average  number  of  calls  that  the  Ambulance  has  answered  in  each 
respective  town  over  the  past  5  years.  The  breakdown  is  as  follows: 

Bradford:        52.4%      $45,483.01        Newbury:   26.7%       $23,198.63 

Sutton:  14.6%      $12,684.96        Warner         6.3%         $5,485.39 

The  Bradford  Rescue  Squad  covers  the  remainder  of  its  expenses  through  donations 
and  fund  raising.  The  members  are  strictly  volunteer  and  accept  no  remuneration 
for  their  services  The  Squad  has  very  recently  welcomed  7  new  members.  A  total 
of  9  members  are  presently  in  training  to  become  EMT's.  We  have  18  members 
from  Bradford,  7  from  Newbury  and  5  from  Sutton.

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OFFICE   OF  EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT 

The  Office  of  Emergency  Management  was  again  called  upon  this  year  to  organize 
and  facilitate  action  during  the  major  spring  storm. 

The  Emergency  Operations  Center  was  declared  open  on  the  Saturday  morning  of 
the  storm  weekend.  The  EOC  was  set  up  at  the  Newbury  Safety  Services  building 
with  representatives  of  the  Selectmen,  Highway,  Police,  Fire  and  Emergency 
Medical  Personnel  present.  The  Lake  Sunapee  Snowmobile  Club  had  equipment 
and  personnel  standing  by  at  the  fire  station  in  the  event  the  roads  became 
impassable  at  any  time  throughout  the  night. 

Many,  many  phone  calls  and  direct  personal  contacts  were  made  with  the  town's 
elderly  and  shut-ins  to  let  them  know  we  cared.  Crews  were  sent  out  to  assist  with 
getting  firewood  in  for  some. 

The  storm  passed  without  major  incident,  and  all  were  grateful.  The  pre-planning 
for  just  this  type  of  emergency  proved  to  work  out  very  well.  In  the  aftermath  of 
the  storm,  contacts  were  made  again  with  many  of  the  people  who  had  been  in 
touch  with  the  emergency  center  at  the  beginning  of  the  storm.  Most  if  not  all 
were  pleased  that  the  storm  had  somewhat  fizzled.  All  were  grateful  that  we  were 
there,  (especially  the  ones  that  had  their  walks  and  driveways  cleared  by  our  crews). 

After  the  physical  work  was  done,  (and  it  should  be  said  that  the  Newbury 
Highway  Department  as  well  as  the  state  crews  did  just  a  remarkable  job  on  the 
highways),  it  became  time  to  again  dive  into  the  mess  of  paperwork  that  both  the 
State  and  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agencies  want  after  this  type  of  storm. 

All  said  and  done  it  paid  off.  The  Town  of  Newbury  received  roughly  $3,800.00  to 
help  offset  the  massive  overtime  bill  associated  with  the  storm.  Many  thanks  to 
Howard  Eaton  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  assistance  with  the  paperwork.

During  Calendar  Year  1993,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced  an  average 
number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires  were  campfires  left 
unattended,  unsupervised  children  and  debris  fires  that  escaped  control.  All  of  these 
fires  are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help! 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention. 
New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27  II)  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or 
corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be 
burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow, 
without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the 
town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done." 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year  in 
jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many  towns 
in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1993  and  participated  in  many  fire  prevention 
programs.  This  year,  the  nation  is  celebrating  Smokey  Bear's  50th  anniversary. 
The  State  of  New  Hampshire  Forest  Protection  Bureau  will  be  working  with  many 
communities  to  spread  the  fire  prevention  message  —  "Remember  .  .  .  Only  YOU 
can  prevent  forest  fires."  Fire  prevention  is  the  most  cost  effective  fire  suppression 
tool.  Please  be  careful  around  fires  and  help  us  and  our  communities  have  a  fire 
safe  year.

HIGHWAY   FOREMAN 

Having  completed  my  second  year  at  this  position  I  would  like  to  offer  the 
following  informative  report: 

Accomplishments: 

This  year  numerous  roads  were  involved  in  the  installation  and  relaying  of 
culverts.  The  roads  that  were  recipients  of  this  work  were:  Stoney  Brook,  Chalk 
Pond,  Cheney,  Gillingham,  Bay  Point,  Newell,  Brown,  Village,  and  Bowles  Road. 
This  extensive  work  used  523  feet  of  culvert. 

There  were  days  when  we  had  a  blast  (or  should  I  say  the  road  did)!  On  Morse 
Hill,  ledge  on  the  road  side  was  blasted  away  to  allow  the  road  to  be  widened  and 
thus  eliminate  a  safety  hazard.  The  other  dynamite  site  was  on  Park  Ten  Road. 
The  inside  corner  on  that  road  was  blasted  so  the  corner  could  be  widened  and 
sloped. 

Once  again  this  year  a  concerted  effort  was  made  to  remove  and  cut  brush  that 
interferes  with  road  safety.  The  following  roads  received  some  of  this  work:  Old 
Post,  Colburn  Farm,  Stoney  Brook,  Bowles  and  Brown  Road.  The  entire  length  of 
these  roads  were  brush  cut:  Park  Ten,  Old  Sutton,  Gillingham  Drive,  and  Proctor 
Road.  The  Mountain  Road  had  brush  cut  only  along  the  tar  section  of  the  road. 

This  year  we  worked  on  seven  construction  jobs.  The  first  of  these  was  on  the 
Rollins  Road.  A  contractor  was  called  in  because  the  clay  road  sides  kept  sliding 
down.  The  contractor  placed  huge  rocks  against  the  clay  from  the  ditch  line  to  the 
top  of  the  bank  slope  to  prevent  this  erosion.  Ditch  material  that  we  had  saved 
from  various  ditches  and  stock  piled  was  trucked  up  from  South  Newbury  to  cover 
these  huge  rocks.  We  then  seeded  and  hayed  the  area. 

A  corner  on  Park  Ten  Road  was  cut  back,  sloped,  and  widened  so  its  width 
increased  almost  three-fold.  This  is  the  same  corner  that  received  the  blasting 
work. 

At  the  intersection  of  Provence  Road  (formerly  referred  to  as  Bly  Hill  Road) 
and  Old  Post  Road  the  trees  were  cut  off  the  ledge.  We  removed  the  stumps,  old 
timbers,  and  dirt. 

The  exit  ramp  at  the  transfer  station  had  the  trees  on  the  right  side  cut.  We 
then  removed  the  stumps,  rocks,  and  the  stone  wall  so  the  area  could  be  leveled, 
seeded  and  hayed.  This  work  was  done  to  increase  the  safety  at  this  site. 

Old  Post  Road  had  a  bank  cut,  resloped,  seeded  and  hayed.  We  also  widened 
the  ditch  at  the  foot  of  the  bank. 

On  South  Road,  near  the  cemetery  by  Shermans,  numerous  trees  were  cut, 
rocks  were  removed  as  was  the  remains  of  the  old  stone  wall.  The  area  was  filled 
and  the  road  was  widened  by  eight  to  ten  feet. 

The  last  construction  job  was  on  Newell  Hill  on  Newell  Road.  After  the  trees 
were  cut,  the  large  bank  on  the  right  side  was  leveled  and  removed  allowing  the 
area  better  drainage  and  snow  removal. 

Our  shoulder  and  ditching  work  means  that  we  cut  the  shoulders  out,  clean  the 
ditches  out,  fill  in  any  hollows  that  we  can,  and  try  to  widen  the  road  with  the 
salvaged  materials.  Roads  that  had  this  attention  were:   South,  Newell,  Old  Post, 
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Morse  Hill,  Lakewood  Manor,  Park  Ten,  Bay  Point,  Baker  Hill,  Haynes,  Chalk 
Pond  from  103 A  to  Gerald  Drive,  and  all  of  Bowles  Road. 

This  year  we  used  over  1,000  yards  of  cold  patch  to  fill  holes  in  the  roads. 
Three  methods  were  used  to  accomplish  this.  First  cold  patch  was  dumped  in  the 
road  and  the  grader  was  used  to  relevel  the  road.  This  was  done  on  these  roads: 
Morse  Hill,  Old  Post,  Leach,  Chalk  Pond,  Village,  Bowles,  Park  Ten,  Stoodly 
Drive,  Baker  Hill  and  Bay  Point  Road.  The  second  method  involved  hiring  a  paver 
to  resurface  four-tenths  of  a  mile  of  Old  Post  Road  and  a  mile  and  one-tenth  of 
Morse  Hill  Road.  The  third  method  was  performed  on  most  all  town  roads  this 
year  and  consisted  of  hand  patching  the  shoulders  and  broken  roads.  Once  again 
this  year  we  were  able  to  oil  several  miles  of  roads. 

We  again  removed  rocks  that  were  affecting  various  town  roads,  such  as 
Village,  Newell,  Old  Post,  Birch  Bluff,  Bay  Point,  Sutton,  Bowles,  and  Colburn 
Farm  Road. 

For  the  first  time  ever,  all  the  roads  in  town  have  had  their  names  posted  on 
them.  This  will  allow  for  better  response  by  police  and  fire  departments  as  well  as 
helping  our  numerous  tourists. 

The  Public  Works  Department  purchased  a  used  Elgin  sweeper  this  year.  This 
piece  of  equipment  sweeps  and  collects  the  dirt  in  the  same  action.  This  allows  us 
to  do  sweeping  on  an  as-needed  basis  as  opposed  to  waiting  for  a  hired  sweeper  to 
perform  the  service. 

My  last  year  hope  has  materialized!  We  are  now  using  the  new  Mack  truck 
that  came  complete  with  hydraulic  sander  and  plow. 

We  had  a  few  "damned  if  you  do  and  damned  if  you  don't"  situations  this  year. 
There  are  several  beaver  dams  in  town  with  lots  of  activity.  Dams  are  located  off 
the  Bay  Point  Road  at  the  lower  side  of  Flanders  development,  on  Andrew  Brook 
between  the  town  shed  and  Plunkett's,  in  the  cement  bridge  at  the  base  of  Morse 
Hill  and  Village  Road,  and  lastly  at  the  bridge  on  South  Road  at  Dr.  Baker's.  We 
have  tried  working  with  these  animals,  and  at  the  present  time,  at  three  of  these 
locations  the  beavers  are  gaining  the  upper  hand.  These  semiaquatic  rodents  are 
rebuilding  their  dams  almost  as  fast  as  they  are  dismantled.  (We  do  not  inflict  any 
injury  on  these  rodents,  but  rather  remove  their  dams  to  prevent  the  built-up  water 
level  from  coming  onto  the  roadway). 

Our  second  aquatic  adventure  involved  placing  the  bubblers  into  Lake  Sunapee 
without  the  aid  of  walking  on  the  ice.  To  accomplish  this  incredible  feat  we  took 
an  old  metal  boat  that  had  several  holes  in  it  out  of  the  dump.  We  lowered  the 
boat  into  the  lake,  then  an  employee  with  waders  on  maneuvered  the  boat  out  into 
the  lake,  the  bubbler  was  lowered  into  the  lake  and  attached  to  the  planks  which 
hold  the  bubbler  in  place,  and  the  employee  then  quickly  returned  the  boat  to  the 
dock.  All  this  had  to  be  accomplished  before  the  leaking  boat  sank.  This  was  a 
real  splash!! 

Hopes: 

I  would  like  to  purchase  a  John  Deere  (nothing  runs  like  a  Deere)  backhoe  for 
under  $50,000.  The  reason  that  this  request  is  being  made  is  that  at  the  present 
time  we  are  spending  $7500-$8000  a  year  to  rent  this  piece  of  equipment.  (This 
figure  represents  the  use  of  the  backhoe  and  driver  at  the  hourly  rate  of  $30.)  This 
rental  rate  would  be  increased  for  next  year.  This  problem  arises  when  we  have 
used  up  our  time  limit  and  there  is  still  work  to  be  accomplished.     This 
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necessitates  postponement  of  certain  culvert  and  ditching  jobs.  Purchase  of  this 
piece  of  equipment  would  mean  it  would  be  available  for  year-round  snow  removal, 
loading  trucks,  and  extensive  amounts  of  work  that  some  town  roads  are  in  need  of. 
Other  departments  could  also  make  use  of  the  backhoe;  for  instance,  the  sewer 
department  could  replace  manholes  and  sewer  lines. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  taxpayers  and  Selectmen  for  their 
support  and  help.  Also  a  tremendous  thanks  to  the  Public  Works  crew  —  a  crew 
that  works  long  hours  often  under  very  adverse  weather  conditions  with  little 
recognition!  I  would  also  like  to  publicly  thank  Cliff  and  Edward  Albro  for  letting 
us  use  their  line  striper  machine  free  of  charge  to  mark  several  corners  and  stop 
lines  around  town.  Finally,  a  thanks  to  the  Police  Department  for  their  help  with 
traffic  whenever  we  have  needed  it  and  also  for  checking  roads,  especially  during  the 
winter,  and  advising  us  of  any  problem  areas.

Therefore  it  is  time  for  a  few  lines 
to  the  townsfolk  as  to  the  goings  on  with  the  sewer  department. 

This  past  year  left  us  unscathed  with  no  major  break-downs.  Actually  we  were 
able  to  get  ahead  somewhat.  Two  manholes  in  Blodgetts  were  replaced.  We  have 
started  a  different  system  for  deploring  effluent  on  to  the  filter  beds  which  works 
well.  We  were  able  to  upgrade  the  alarm  systems  to  somethng  more  modern. 

We  still  have  a  ways  to  go.  This  year  we  are  planning  more  manhole  repairs, 
more  upgrading  at  the  plant,  and  a  couple  more  operational  methods  to  try. 

With  your  help  this  system  and  plant  should  remain  operational  for  many  years.

In  the  good  news  department,  it's  wonderful  to  see  how  generous  the  Townspeople 
have  been  with  donations  for  the  holiday  baskets.  We  delivered  15  Thanksgiving 
baskets  and  16  Christmas  baskets.  Much  thanks  is  owed  to  all  of  those  who 
contributed.  I  was  very  moved  by  the  outpouring  of  generosity. 

I  need  to  publicly  thank  Pastor  Flemming,  Helga  Thomas  and  the  South  Newbury 
Union  Church  for  their  efforts  during  the  holiday  and  throughout  the  year.  I  also 
want  to  thank  Pat  Tighe  and  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  Newbury  Law  Enforcement 
Post  300  for  making  the  holidays  brighter  for  many  families;  your  efforts  were 
really  appreciated. 

Hopefully  1994  will  continue  to  improve  and  fewer  families  will  be  in  need  of 
assistance.

PARKS  AND  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  inaugural  year  of  the  Newbury  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  was 
certainly  a  learning  experience.  Some  things  happened  and  then  again  some  things 
didn't. 

Some  of  the  things  that  did  get  accomplished  this  year  include:  new  picnic 
tables  for  the  Bell  Cove  viewing  area,  daily  maintenance  and  trash  pick-up  at  the 
town  swim  areas,  normal  dock  maintenance,  a  summertime  Teen  Dance',  and  a 
very  well  received  town-sponsored  Red  Cross  certified  swim  program  for  children. 
In  addition  the  town's  financial  support  for  the  Bradford/Newbury  Youth  Sports 
Committee  helps  to  maintain  their  programs.  (See  separate  report.) 

The  major  thing  that  didn't  happen  in  '93  was  the  formation  of  a  formal 
committee  to  oversee  and  guide  the  Recreation  Department.  I  spoke  with 
numerous  people  over  the  course  of  the  year,  many  of  whom  are  willing  to  help 
out  and  many  who  helped  indeed.  Hopefully  '94  will  allow  us  to  formally  meet 
and  set  some  goals  and  planning  for  the  future  of  Newbury  Parks  and  Recreation  in 
motion. 

Some  of  the  goals  already  in  place  for  '94  include:  obtaining  permission  from 
the  Kearsarge  Regional  School  District  for  constructing  a  small  ball  field  in  behind 
the  Newbury  Town  Offices,  expanding  our  summer  swim  program,  and  working 
with  our  town  Planning  Board  to  be  sure  that  Parks  and  Recreation  are  an  integral 
part  of  Newbury's  updated  Master  Plan. 
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Bradford/Newbury  Youth  Sports: 

The  Bradford/Newbury  Youth  Sports  Committee  enjoyed  a  very  successful 
year  in  1993.  The  number  of  children  participating  in  the  programs  rose  again  this 
year  in  significant  numbers.  We  continue  to  be  faced  with  adding  more  teams,  age 
groups,  breakdowns  or  whatever  to  enable  more  and  more  children  the  opportunity 
to  learn  and  enjoy  the  games.

In  1993,  the  Conservation  Commission  reviewed  and  commented  on  ten 
applications  to  the  NH  Wetlands  Board  to  either  build  or  repair  docks  or  dredge  and 
fill  wetlands  in  Newbury.  The  Commission  also  commented  on  a  state- wide 
proposal  that  would  have  increased  allowed  dock  lengths  and  widths. 

Persons  considering  work  in  wetlands  or  on  docks  are  welcome  to  discuss  their 
proposed  projects  with  the  Commission  any  time.

A  "Hiking  Trails  in  Newbury"  map  was  completed  in  the  spring  of  the  year  after 
much  hard  work  by  Clare  Bensley.  The  map  is  available  in  the  town  offices  and 
library  for  a  small  donation.  The  map  will  be  updated  and  reprinted  in  spring

A  fact  sheet  entitled  "Timber  Harvesting  in  Newbury",  written  by  the 
Commission,  is  now  available  in  the  Selectmen's  office.  The  fact  sheet 
summarizes  Newbury's  zoning  laws  affecting  timber  harvesting  on  steep  slopes  or 
in  the  shoreland  district.

The  Conservation  Commission  normally  meets  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  at 
7:00  p.m.  in  the  town  offices.  Meeting  notices  are  posted  on  the  board  outside  the 
town  offices.

•  work  with  the  Planning  Board  on  the  Master  Plan; 

•  continue  the  town  wetland  inventory;  and 

•  establish  a  "conservation  section"  in  the  town  library.

The  National  Wildlife  Refuge  and  the  Hay  Forest  Reservation  are  both  open  to 
the  public  year-round  for  passive  (non-wheeled)  recreation  such  as  hiking  and  cross- 
country skiing.  Access  to  the  refuge  from  the  lake  is  not  permitted  and  hunting  is 
prohibited  on  the  federal  refuge  portions  of  the  property. 

The  N.H.  Department  of  Parks  offers  tours  of  the  house  on  summer  weekends. 
The  Forest  Society  sponsors  educational  programs  and  classes  at  the  property  under 
terms  of  agreements  with  federal  and  state  agencies.  The  John  Hay  Land  Studies 
Center  for  conservation  education  is  sponsored  by  the  Forest  Society  and  includes 
the  establishment  of  a  natural  history  library  and  seasonal  events  including  nature 
walks  and  training  workshops  for  teachers,  naturalists,  resource  managers  and  the 
public. 

Additionally,  an  Historic  Landscape  Committee  of  active  volunteers  is 
working  with  the  National  Garden  Conservancy's  director  of  landscapes,  Bill 
Noble,  to  conduct  garden  renovation,  restoration,  and  offer  interpretive  programs 
focused  on  the  designed  landscapes  of  The  Fells.  The  Lake  Sunapee  Protective 
Association  sponsors  three  weeks  of  day  camp  and  an  "Eco-ventures"  program  for 
elementary  and  middle  school  students  at  The  Fells  each  summer  in  cooperation 
with  the  Montshire  Museum.  The  LSPA  also  co-sponsors  evening  lake  ecology 
classes  for  adult  audiences  in  cooperation  with  the  Forest  Society's  John  Hay  Land 
Studies  Center.

Selectman  Ayer  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  3  to  read: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,012,332.00 

for  General  Operations.' 

Motion  to  amend  was  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Selectman  Ayer  explained  that  at  budget  time  the  Budget  Committee  and  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  overlooked  the  need  of  $5,000.00  for  water  testing  under  line  item 
#20:  Transfer  Station.  This  would  change  the  Transfer  Station  figure  from 
$90,355.00  to  $95,355.00. 
VOTE:  All  in  favor.  Article  3  was  amended. 

Discussion  followed  on  Article  3  as  amended. 

Bill  Crowder  made  a  motion  that  Article  3  be  amended  to  reduce  the  Police 
Department  appropriation  by  10%  from  $135,326.00  to  $121,794.40. 

Motion  to  amend  was  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Bill  Crowder  explained  that  he  felt  Newbury  has  a  part-time  police  department  and 
does  not  need  to  keep  increasing  the  costs  of  this  Department.  He  felt  this  line 
item  was  unreasonable  as  proposed. 

Patti  Ross  commented  that  we  need  to  look  at  what  the  police  department  does  for 
the  Town.  The  majority  of  the  people  in  Town  do  not  need  the  Police 
Department.  However,  for  those  who  do,  the  Police  are  there  unconditionally. 

Eugene  Fox  added  that  he  has  had  cause  to  call  the  Police  Department  in  regards  to 
the  State  Highway  shed  across  the  road  from  his  residence,  as  he  witnessed 
unauthorized  individuals  on  the  premises.  Mr.  Fox  commented  that  he  felt  the 
Newbury  Police  Department  is  a  very  professional,  full  time  department. 
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There  were  seven  individuals  present  that  requested  a  paper  ballot  vote  on  the 
amendment.  Moderator  Iacopino  instructed  voters  to  sign  in  at  the  checklist, 
obtain  a  ballot  and  cast  their  vote.  The  polls  will  be  open  for  one  hour;  however, 
the  meeting  will  continue  while  the  polls  are  open. 

The  meeting  took  a  fifteen  minute  break  to  get  organized  for  the  paper  ballot  vote. 
During  that  time  the  voters  decided  to  hold  a  hand  held  vote  on  the  amendment  to 
Article  3  to  cut  line  item  #13  by  10%. 

VOTE:  Majority  opposed  to  the  amendment.  Second  motion  to  amend  Article  3 
was  defeated. 

Discussion  on  Article  3  as  first  amended  followed. 

What  was  the  $5,000.00  transferred  from  the  Police  Fund? 

Sue  Webster  explained  that  at  the  end  of  1991  the  Town  of  Newbury  purchased  a 
new  cruiser.  There  was  not  enough  money  to  pay  it  off  because  the  money  had 
been  put  into  a  Certificate  of  Deposit.  Instead  of  breaking  the  CD  and  losing  the 
interest,  the  Town  waited  until  January/February  of  1992  when  the  CD  came  due, 
and  then  paid  the  cruiser  off. 

Jim  Therrien  asked  why  the  Docks/Parks  and  Recreation  was  put  on  as  a  warrant 
article  instead  of  being  put  on  as  a  line  item  in  the  budget. 

Selectman  Ayer  explained  that  the  Department  of  Revenue  requires  that  this 
procedure  is  followed.  Article  3  provides  for  docks  and  parks  and  recreation 
expenses.  Article  13  asks  to  establish  a  Parks  and  Recreation  Department. 

Ellie  Plunkett  asked  what  percent  the  town  employees'  raises  will  be  at  and  how 
they  will  be  distributed. 

Selectman  Ayer  explained  that  there  is  a  1%  to  3%  average  raise,  depending  on  the 
employee. 

Ellie  Plunkett  asked  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  explain  what  they  mean  by  'it 
depends  on  the  employee'  and  how  much  the  employees  would  be  getting  and  why. 

Selectman  Ayer  said  it  depends  on  the  person  themself  and  how  long  they  have 

been  employed  by  the  Town  of  Newbury. 

VOTE:  Majority  in  favor.  Article  3  was  adopted  as  amended  to  the  $1,012,332.00 

figure. 

ARTICLE  4:  'To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes.' 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  4  was  made  and  seconded.  No  discussion  followed. 
VOTE:  All  in  favor.  Article  4  was  adopted  as  read. 
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ARTICLE  5:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  1992 
Town  Meeting  as  printed,  and  to  hear  reports  of  the  Town  Officers,  Agents  and 
Committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  related  thereto." 
Motion  to  adopt  Article  5  was  made  and  seconded.  No  discussion  followed. 
VOTE:  All  in  favor.  Article  5  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  6:   'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 

$20,000.00  for  the  following  Capital  Reserve  Funds: 

Fire  Department  $  1 0,000 

Highway  Department  7,500 

Town  Office  Equipment  2,500 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  6  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Jim  Therrien  made  a  motion  to  table  Article  6  until  after  the  vote  on  Article  10. 
Motion  was  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Jim  Therrien  explained  that  we  are  not  allocating  the  $10,000.00  for  capital  reserve 

for  the  police  cruiser  and  if  Article  10  is  turned  down,  we  would  not  have  the 

money  in  the  budget  to  replace  the  cruiser  this  year. 

VOTE:  Majority  in  favor.  Article  6  was  postponed  until  after  Article  10  is  acted 

upon. 

ARTICLE  7:    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$6,500.00  for  the  following  Maintenance  Expendable  Town  Trust  Funds: 
Docks  $1,500 

Town  Buildings  $5,000 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  7  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Howard  Bergeron  asked  if  Article  7  will  affect  Article  13.  Will  the  Town  be 

appropriating  a  sum  of  $12,000  rather  than  $6,500. 

Selectman  Albro  said  Article  7  will  not  have  an  effect  on  Article  13. 

Howard  Bergeron  asked  for  clarification  since  one  is  for  Parks  and  Recreation,  and  a 
dock  is  part  of  parks  and  recreation. 

Selectman  Ayer  explained  that  the  Articles  were  prepared  this  way  upon  instruction 
from  the  Department  of  Revenue. 

Sue  Webster  further  explained  Article  13  will  be  treated  like  a  budget  item  as  in  the 
General  Fund.  Article  7  money  would  be  put  into  a  trust  fund  for  major 
emergency  repairs.  One  can  be  used  this  year,  the  other  may  not. 
VOTE:  All  in  favor.  Article  7  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  8:    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1 15,800.00  for  a  revaluation  of  property  assessments,  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  $85,000.00  plus  accrued  interest  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
created  for  that  purpose,  and  to  designate  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  agents  to 
expend.  The  balance  is  to  come  from  general  taxation. 
Motion  to  adopt  Article  8  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 
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Carl  Christiansen  asked  who  would  be  doing  the  appraisal. 

Selectman  Ayer  informed  the  voters  that  the  State  of  N.  H.  would  be  responsible 

for  the  appraisal. 

Carl  Christiansen  asked  that  Article  8  indicate  the  State  Tax  Assessors  as  the 
appraisal  organization.  There  is  nothing  binding  in  Article  8. 

Carl  Christiansen  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  8  to  read:  "To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1 15,800.00  for  the  State  to  make  a 
revaluation  of  property  assessments,  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $85,000.00 
plus  accrued  interest  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  for  that  purpose,  and  to 
designate  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  agents  to  expend.  The  balance  is  to  come 
from  general  taxation." 

Motion  was  seconded.  No  discussion  followed. 
VOTE:  All  in  favor.  Article  8  was  amended. 

No  discussion  followed  on  Article  8  as  amended. 

VOTE:  Majority  in  favor.  Article  8  was  adopted  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  9:    'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35: 1  towards  the  purchase  of  a  new  ambulance  for  the 
Bradford  Rescue  Squad,  and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $12,000.00  to  be  placed  in 
this  fund.  An  additional  $10,000.00  will  be  required  in  1994  to  complete 
Newbury's  share  of  the  $80,000.00  needed. 
Motion  to  adopt  Article  9  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Pauline  Bergeron  asked  if  the  Bradford  ambulance  can  pick  up  a  person  and  bring 
them  to  a  hospital  for  an  appointment. 

Carl  Olson,  Head  of  Bradford  Rescue,  explained  that  the  Bradford  ambulance  only 
does  emergency  transporting  to  hospitals.  It  does  not  transport  patients  from  home 
to  the  hospital  in  non-emergency  situations. 

Alice  Lynn  commented  that  she  was  under  the  impression  that  anyone  living  on 
Route  103 A  is  under  the  New  London  ambulance  district,  and  not  serviced  by  the 
Bradford  ambulance. 

Carl  Olson  explained  that  New  London  dispatch  set  up  boundary  lines  in 
cooperation  with  Newbury  and  Bradford  to  facilitate  emergency  calls  in  the  least 
time  necessary.  Therefore,  New  London  ambulance  responds  primarily  to  all 
residences  on  Route  103 A,  and  Bradford  responds  primarily  to  all  other  areas  in 
Newbury. 

Debra  Wheeler  explained  that  if  someone  on  Route  103  A  chooses  to  have  Bradford 
Rescue  respond,  they  have  every  right  to  request  Bradford.  However,  keep  in  mind 
the  nature  of  the  emergency  and  the  time  it  may  take  for  the  ambulance  to  arrive  if 
it  has  to  come  all  the  way  up  from  Bradford.  Protocols  set  up  through  dispatch  are 
for  situations  where  there  is  no  preference. 
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Mildred  White  explained  that  the  New  London  ambulance  charges  for  transporting 
to  the  hospital  in  any  situation,  and  the  Bradford  ambulance  does  not,  although 
they  accept  donations.  She  felt  it  was  discriminating  that  Route  103 A  residents 
would  have  to  pay  for  this  Article,  when  they  do  not  receive  the  same  benefits 
from  the  Bradford  ambulance  as  the  rest  of  the  town. 

Linda  Powell  asked  if  the  residents  on  Route  103 A  could  somehow  be  exonerated 
from  the  tax  impact  that  this  article  will  have. 

Jim  Drewniak  said  the  difference  between  New  London  and  Bradford  is  that  New 
London  is  an  ambulance  service  and  Bradford  is  a  rescue  service.  An  ambulance 
service  will  transport  to  hospitals  for  appointments  if  someone  is  bed  ridden.  A 
rescue  squad  will  only  respond  to  emergency  situations. 

Patti  Ross  explained  that  Bradford  is  an  entirely  volunteer  program.  They  base  the 
amount  of  money  asked  for  from  each  town  on  the  percentage  of  calls  they 
responded  to  in  that  town  the  prior  year.  They  are  not  just  pulling  the  figure  out 
of  the  air. 

Stan  Sias  commented  that  if  the  New  London  ambulance  is  busy  and  there  is  an 
emergency  on  Route  103 A,  Bradford  would  respond.  Therefore  there  should  not  be 
an  exoneration  of  tax  for  Route  103 A  residents.  Additionally,  Bradford  rescue 
squad  does  a  tremendous  job  in  this  Town,  and  we  should  support  them 
wholeheartedly. 

Steve  Winter,  resident  of  Bowles  Road,  felt  if  the  ambulance  is  not  going  to 
respond  to  Route  103 A  residences,  they  should  not  have  to  pay  for  the  service.  It 
should  not  be  difficult  for  the  Town  to  use  the  tax  maps  in  order  to  know  which 
Newbury  residents  would  be  serviced  on  Route  103,  and  which  residents  would  not 
be  serviced  on  Route  103 A. 

Mary  Marzelli  commented  that  whenever  there  is  a  response  in  any  Town,  all  of 
the  other  Towns  back  each  other  up  without  hesitation.  If  Bradford  needs  a  new 
ambulance,  then  we  should  be  supportive. 

In  response  to  Steve  Winter's  comment,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  advice  of  the 
Tax  Collector  indicated  that  it  is  possible  to  identify  residents  on  Route  103  as 
opposed  to  Route  103 A  by  use  of  the  tax  maps. 

Elaine  Eaton  commented  that  those  people  who  do  not  have  house  alarms  still 
have  to  pay  for  the  Newbury  Police  cruisers  to  respond  to  those  alarms  when  they 
go  off  for  any  reason,  including  faulty  alarm  systems.  It  is  the  same  principle  as 
the  Route  103 A  residents  participating  in  this  Article. 

Robin  Parkhurst  commented  that  it  is  irrelevant  where  you  live.  If  you  are  in  a  car 
accident  on  Route  103,  you  are  going  to  need  an  ambulance,  and  we  are  all  going 
to  pay  for  it. 
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Richard  Wright  commented  that  we  should  guard  against  breaking  out  the  tax  maps 
for  tax  jurisdiction  because  people  could  take  issue  with  the  fact  regarding  police, 
fire,  people  who  do  not  have  children  in  school  could  say  they  should  not  have  to 
pay  the  school  portion  of  the  tax  rate,  etc. 
VOTE:  Majority  in  favor.  Article  9  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  10:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
enter  into  a  lease  agreement  for  the  purpose  of  leasing  a  1993  Ford  Crown  Victoria 
police  cruiser  with  equipment  for  the  Police  Department,  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,927.00  for  the  first  year's  payment  for  that  purpose.' 
Motion  to  adopt  Article  10  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Rosemary  Croteau  asked  if  there  is  a  mileage  limit  as  a  part  of  the  lease  agreement. 
James  Valiquet,  Police  Chief,  explained  that  this  is  a  municipal  lease  agreement 
which  accommodates  unlimited  mileage  and  a  buy  out  at  the  end  of  the  three  year 
lease  of  $1.00.  The  Town  would  then  buy  the  vehicle  at  the  beginning  of  the 
fourth  year  for  $1.00 

Mr.  Iacopino  asked  if  the  total  cost  of  the  cruiser  would  be  approximately 

$21,000.00 

Chief  Valiquet  explained  that  this  vehicle  would  cost  approximately  $18,000.00 

with  the  equipment.  The  first  year  is  going  to  cost  approximately  $7,000.00, 

however  with  finance  charges  the  yearly  cost  will  drop. 

Lynn  Wallace  asked  why  we  need  another  cruiser.  With  three  full  time  police 
officers,  two  cruisers  should  be  enough. 

Chief  Valiquet  explained  that  the  Town  is  currently  covering  72,000  miles/year. 
At  that  rate  of  miles  we  are  currently  replacing  one  of  the  two  vehicles  every  two 
years.  If  we  divide  that  mileage  by  three  vehicles,  and  take  into  consideration  the 
purchase  and  maintenance  contract,  we  will  save  on  maintenance  and  extend  the  use 
of  the  vehicle  to  four  years.  Additionally  there  is  a  100,000  mile  warranty  with 
the  municipal  lease  agreement. 

Mary  Christiansen  expressed  concern  that  the  police  do  not  use  their  own  personal 
vehicles  to  report  to  work,  the  same  as  every  other  working  person  has  to  do. 
Chief  Valiquet  explained  that  when  an  officer  is  on  call,  they  respond  to 
emergencies  from  their  home.  It  saves  a  good  15  to  20  minutes  by  not  gong  to 
the  station  to  pick  up  a  police  vehicle  prior  to  responding  to  an  incident.  The 
officer  who  is  on  call  at  night  has  one  vehicle  at  their  house,  and  the  other  vehicle 
is  at  Chief  Valiquet's  house  in  order  that  he  respond  to  any  incident  of  consequence. 

Elaine  Eaton  asked  if  these  vehicles  also  need  to  go  to  New  London,  to  Court,  to 
Concord,  etc.;  or  can  these  vehicles  that  are  Newbury  Police  cruisers  stay  in 
Newbury;  and  if  there  is  an  errand  that  needs  to  be  done,  can  it  be  done  without  the 
police  cruiser. 

Chief  Valiquet  explained  that  if  there  is  a  police  related  function,  such  as  court, 
training  sessions,  school,  etc.  the  police  vehicle  is  used. 
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Linda  McLaughlin  asked  for  clarification  on  the  final  and  total  cost  of  the  cruiser, 

and  the  status  of  the  Town's  police  pick-up  truck. 

Chief  Valiquet  explained  that  the  pick  up  is  not  intended  for  road  use  in  a  cruiser 

capacity.  It  is  a  surplus  vehicle  that  the  Town  acquired  through  a  federal  grant  for 

$20.00.  It's  intended  use  is  only  for  emergency  situations  and  drug  related 

surveillance. 

Elaine  Eaton  asked  where  the  pick-up  is  kept. 

Chief  Valiquet  informed  her  that  at  the  present  time  the  pick-up  is  kept  at  his 

residence. 

Dean  Bensley  commented  that  he  cannot  rationalize  a  third  cruiser  when  taking  into 
consideration  that  there  has  been  no  substantial  change  in  miles  of  roads  or  crime 
statistics. 

Bill  Crowder  expressed  concern  that  the  Police  do  not  patrol  the  center  of  Newbury, 
i.e.  Route  103  where  it  is  needed  due  to  large  trucks  speeding  through  Town  as 
heavily  as  they  patrol  the  back  roads,  serving  people  with  insignificant  violations. 
Chief  Valiquet  explained  that  most  of  the  road  stops  made  last  year  were  along 
Route  103. 

Linda  Powell  commented  that  Mr.  Valiquet  should  show  the  overlays  rationalizing 
the  figures  instead  of  having  to  say  the  same  thing  over  and  over. 

Brenda  Digilio  asked  what  the  proposed  cruiser  would  cost  the  Town  if  the  town 
purchased  it  outright  instead  of  leasing. 

Chief  Valiquet  explained  that  an  outright  purchase  would  amount  to  approximately 
$18,000.00  with  equipment  included. 

Brenda  Digilio  asked  who  would  be  responsible  for  the  maintenance  on  the  vehicle. 
Chief  Valiquet  explained  that  there  is  an  extended  warranty  on  maintenance  for 
100,000  miles. 

Jordan  Derderian  commented  that  he  has  often  seen  vehicles  stopped  on  Route  103, 
and  felt  that  the  Police  Department  does  a  wonderful  job. 

Lynn  Wallace  commented  that  even  thought  she  did  not  feel  the  Town  needs 
another  cruiser,  or  that  leasing  is  the  best  way  to  do  it,  she  did  feel  the  Police 
Department  is  doing  a  good  job. 
VOTE:  Majority  in  favor.  Article  10  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  6:   'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 

$20,000.00  for  the  following  Capital  Reserve  Funds: 

Fire  Department  $  1 0,000 

Highway  Department  7,500 

Town  Office  Equipment  2,500 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  6  was  made  and  seconded.  No  discussion  followed. 

VOTE:  Majority  in  favor.  Article  6  was  adopted  as  read. 
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ARTICLE  11:   'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,918.00  to  hire  an  administrative  assistant  for  the  Police  Chief  for  twenty  hours 
each  week.' 
Motion  to  adopt  Article  1 1  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Mary  Christiansen  said  she  does  not  understand  why  the  Police  Department  needs 
someone  to  type  out  paperwork  when  all  of  the  officers  knew  what  the  job  entailed 
when  they  took  it  on.  With  120  hours  of  scheduled  time  for  three  officers  at  40 
hours  a  week,  they  should  be  able  to  get  their  work  typed. 

Carl  Christiansen  commented  that  if  the  Police  Officers  pulled  their  duty  in  the 
Police  station,  then  they  could  get  this  work  done. 

Mildred  White  commented  that  the  Police  Department  is  now  getting  a 
representative  from  the  Attorney  General's  Office  to  help  with  the  larger  crimes. 
That  should  eliminate  some  of  the  paperwork  and  not  create  the  need  for  an 
Administrative  Assistant. 

Chief  Valiquet  explained  that  the  Police  Department  is  currently  investigating  three 
sexual  assaults  on  children  and  one  arson  in  Newbury.  This  Administrative 
Assistant  would  grant  relief  from  some  of  the  paperwork  in  order  that  he  could 
spend  more  time  out  patrolling  the  roads  gain.  There  are  numerous  reports  and 
licenses  that  need  to  be  filed,  legal  court  papers  that  need  to  be  addressed  in  a 
limited  number  of  days,  and  acting  as  a  personnel  supervisor.  Chief  Valiquet 
explained  that  he  felt  part  of  his  duties  as  a  Police  Chief  is  to  supervise  which  he 
does  while  the  other  scheduled  officers  are  on  duty.  This  supervising  duty  is  done 
in  addition  to  his  own  40  hours  of  patrolling.  He  informed  the  voters  that  in  1992 
the  average  hours  worked  by  the  Chief  were  58  hours/week. 

Patti  Rose  commented  that  the  Police  department  is  paid  for  their  expertise.  Their 
expertise  is  not  in  typing.  She  would  rather  see  them  doing  what  they  are  being 
paid  for  than  typing. 

Comment  was  made  that  the  Police  Chief  should  not  have  to  put  in  more  than  40 
hours  a  week  just  to  complete  paperwork.  Time  has  evolved,  and  we  can  no  longer 
run  a  town  with  one  deputy  marshal  and  one  sheriff. 

Bill  Crowder  commented  that  we  would  gain  on  both  ends  if  the  Police  did  less 
patrolling  and  did  their  own  paperwork.  This  department  is  getting  out  of  hand, 
there  is  not  enough  police  work  generated  in  Newbury  to  justify  58  hours  of  work 
in  one  week. 

Dave  Dugdale  explained  that  he  is  not  in  a  position  to  judge  whether  or  not  the 
amount  of  paperwork  is  enough  to  hire  someone  to  come  in  and  work.  However, 
the  price  is  right.  If  you  can  find  someone  competent  to  do  that  paperwork  for  that 
amount  of  money,  go  for  it.  He  would  like  to  encourage  the  Police  Department  to 
try  to  tap  resources  for  volunteer  help. 

Chief  Valiquet  commented  that  the  Town  has  tapped  into  volunteer  resources  for 
non-sensitive  areas  which  is  limited. 
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Ann  Therrien  commented  that  she  would  rather  have  the  Police  available  to  answer 
a  call  immediately  than  tied  up  with  paperwork  at  the  police  station. 

Ken  Martin  asked  Chief  Valiquet  if  this  position  is  only  for  6  months. 

Chief  Valiquet  affirmed  that  the  proposed  amount  of  $3,918.00  is  for  6  months. 

Ken  Martin  asked  if  the  overtime  that  is  paid  to  the  other  two  officers  could  create 
another  position,  i.e.  is  the  overtime  created  because  of  the  paperwork. 
Chief  Valiquet  said  the  overtime  is  created  due  to  emergency  situations,  not 
paperwork. 

Marion  DeRoche  asked  if  the  State  Police  participates  in  helping  with  some  of  the 
major  crimes. 

Chief  Valiquet  explained  that  the  State  of  N.H.  does  not  participate  in  Town  affairs 
on  a  normal  basis.  They  will  step  in  if  there  is  a  conflict  of  interest;  if  the  State 
Fire  Marshal  needs  to  be  involved  in  an  arson;  or  if  we  call  them  in  for  a  backup. 

Carl  Christiansen  asked  if  the  secretary  to  the  Administrative  Assistant  could  help 
the  Chief  with  his  paperwork. 

Selectman  Ayer  explained  that  the  office  personnel  have  a  hard  enough  time 
keeping  up  with  their  own  paperwork  as  it  is  without  adding  the  Chiefs  to  it. 

Walter  Beers  gave  Jim  Tinker  a  vote  of  thanks  for  all  of  the  years  he  managed  the 

department  on  a  minimal  budget. 

VOTE:  Majority  in  favor.  Article  1 1  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  12:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$420.00  to  increase  the  salary  of  the  current  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector. 
Motion  to  adopt  Article  12  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Lynn  Wallace  commented  that  $420.00  was  a  mighty  small  raise  and  asked  when 
was  the  last  time  the  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  received  a  raise. 
Linda  Champy  explained  that  it  has  been  two  years  since  her  last  raise.  This  year, 
the  way  the  raises  were  budgeted  depended  on  medical  coverage.  If  an  employee  had 
a  family  plan,  they  received  a  1%  raise;  if  an  employee  had  a  single  plan,  they 
received  a  3%  raise.  This  $420.00  represents  3%  of  the  $14,000.00  salary  for 
single  plan  coverage. 

Lynn  Wallace  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  12  to  read: 

'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to 

increase  the  salary  of  the  current  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector. 

Motion  to  amend  was  seconded.  No  discussion  followed. 

VOTE:  Majority  in  favor.  Article  12  was  amended. 

Discussion  followed  on  Article  12  as  amended. 

Elaine  Eaton  asked  if  all  of  the  other  Town  employees  can  also  receive  a  $1,000 
raise. 
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Alice  Lynn  commented  that  the  Town  should  be  careful  with  how  much  money 
they  are  agreeing  to  raise.  We  do  not  know  how  much  the  Administrative 
Assistant  to  the  Selectmen  is  making,  but  surely  that  is  not  enough  either.  If  the 
Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  is  happy  with  $420.00,  then  it  should  be  kept  there. 

James  Tinker  commented  that  given  the  fact  that  the  Police  Department  has  just 
been  allowed  three  vehicles,  a  pick  up  truck,  and  an  Administrative  Assistant,  we 
can  vote  in  favor  of  this  amendment. 
VOTE:  Majority  in  favor.  Article  12  was  adopted  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  13:    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,610.00  for  this 
purpose.  (This  replaces  the  "dock"  item  in  the  budget.) 
Motion  to  adopt  Article  13  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Moderator  Iacopino  explained  that  as  Selectman  Ayer  indicated  earlier,  the 
Department  of  Revenue  recommended  that  this  Article  be  split  from  Parks  and 
Recreation  as  a  budget  item. 

Brenda  Digilio  asked  if  this  $6,610.00  is  more  money  than  the  Town  usually 
budgets  for  this  purpose. 

Stan  Sias  explained  that  the  Parks  and  Recreation  budget  came  about  as  a 
combination  of  dock  maintenance  (repair  of  broken  boards,  railings,  etc.  on  our 
existing  Town  docks);  the  annual  appropriation  we  have  made  over  the  past  years 
to  the  Newbury /Bradford  Youth  sports;  money  to  pay  a  part  time  person  for  the 
maintenance  which  is  being  done  around  our  Town  buildings  and  beach  areas;  the 
Town's  contribution  to  the  swim  program  in  the  summer  time,  etc.  It  is  money 
we  have  been  spending  year  to  year,  and  we  are  just  trying  to  pull  it  all  under  one 
department. 

Question  was  asked  if  any  of  this  money  would  be  going  toward  getting  through 
the  last  phases  of  the  Park.  Is  the  interest  in  the  Park  starting  to  fade  away?  If  we 
are  going  to  have  a  Parks  and  Recreation  Department,  the  Town  Park  area  should 
be  one  of  the  goals  for  that  Department. 

Howard  Bergeron  asked  for  clarification  regarding  dock  repair  funds. 
Stan  Sias  explained  that  there  is  certain  work  that  needs  to  be  done  every  year  for 
maintenance.  The  Expendable  Trust  fund  is  a  cushion  that  the  Town  has  for  large 
expenditures  such  as  replacing  a  whole  dock.  Regarding  the  interest  in  the  Park, 
the  Budget  committee,  in  conjunction  with  the  Selectmen,  did  not  feel  this  was  a 
good  year  to  spend  more  money  on  the  Park.  It  is  a  long  term  project  that  will  be 
there  for  many  years  and  we  all  look  forward  to  it  being  completed.  The  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department  will  be  coming  back  to  the  Town  in  the  future  for  more 
money  to  address  the  Park  area,  and  other  recreation  activities. 
VOTE:  Majority  in  favor.  Article  13  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  14:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$13,000.00  a  year  for  the  next  three  years  to  pave  the  roads  in  the  Ramblewood 
Development.' 
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Motion  to  adopt  Article  14  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Walter  Beers  read  a  document  in  support  of  Article  14.  In  brief,  Mr.  Beers  stated 
that  Ramblewood,  a  25  year  old  sub-division,  supports  28  homes  (24  year  round,  4 
seasonal)  and  12  vacant  lots  on  .87  mile  of  road.  Other  long  stretches  of  road, 
such  as  Rollins  Road  and  Baker  Hill  Road  support  nearly  half  as  many  homes  or 
less  on  1.5  to  2+  miles  of  paved  road.  (Rollins  Road  being  paved  only  two  years 
ago.)  Even  new  subdivisions  are  being  required  to  receive  the  benefits  of  being 
paved  before  being  accepted  by  the  Town. 

Some  of  the  disadvantages  of  the  current  road  conditions  in  Ramblewood  are:  the 
frequent  need  for  the  roads  to  be  graded  is  costly  to  the  Town  when  it  gets  done, 
which  sometimes  digs  up  large  rocks;  the  dust  that  floats  in  the  air  on  hot,  dry 
days  makes  going  outdoors  dangerous  which  creates  the  need  for  the  roads  to  be  wet 
down  or  treated  with  calcium  chloride;  the  spring  time  thaw  results  in  roads  of 
mud. 

Mr.  Beers  commented  that  years  ago  two  residents  of  Ramblewood  looked  on  as 
the  gravel  that  was  transported  to  Ramblewood  for  use  on  its  roads  at  that  time, 
was  mysteriously  hauled  away.  Ramblewood  did  not  see  the  benefit  of  that  gravel. 
Some  of  the  advantages  the  Town  will  see  in  paving  Ramblewood  are:  the  fact 
that  a  paved  road  will  pay  for  itself  in  time  as  a  result  of  less  maintenance  costs; 
the  bottom  loops  would  be  a  good  play  area  for  resident  children  of  Ramblewood 
on  roller  skates,  skate  boards,  bicycles,  etc.;  the  air  would  be  healthier  and  enable 
people  to  get  outdoors  more  often,  the  black  top  would  warm  up  with  the  sun  and 
aid  in  melting  the  snow  and  ice  in  the  winter  time  creating  the  need  for  less  sand 
and  salt;  and  it  would  remove  all  of  the  disadvantages  of  the  dirt  road. 
Mr.  Beers  indicated  that  the  Town  was  quoted  $81,000.00  over  a  year  ago  by  Pike 
to  pave  Ramblewood.  However,  Porter  Paving,  Inc.,  the  outfit  that  paved  his 
driveway  and  the  front  of  Mr.  Albro's  Newbury  Service  Center,  quoted  on  February 
18,  1993  $43,680.00.   "And  you  know,  if  Al  Albro  used  Porter  Paving 
Incorporated,  the  price  has  to  be  right."  He  asked  that  a  list  of  roads  to  be  paved 
should  be  created  by  order  of  priority  depending  on  the  most  use  per  mile  per  dollar 
as  the  determining  factor. 
VOTE:  Majority  opposed.  Article  14  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  15:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,500  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  education  program  at  the 
Bradford-Newbury  Cooperative  Kindergarten  Preschool.' 
Motion  to  adopt  Article  15  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Alice  Lynn  asked  if  this  is  a  private  program,  which  should  be  paid  for  by  the 
mothers  and  fathers  who  send  their  children  to  this  school. 

Barbara  Calvert,  Vice  President  of  the  Cooperative  program,  explained  that  this  is 
more  of  an  investment.  It  costs  over  $5,000.00  to  educate  one  child  for  one  year. 
If  we  can  save  one  child  from  repeating  a  year  in  school,  we  have  already  paid  for 
this  Article.  It  is  private  in  the  sense  that  we  have  no  public  school.  It  is  not  a 
business,  it  is  run  solely  on  tuition,  fund  raising  and  donations.  Bradford  currently 
gives  $500.00,  and  rental  space  which  includes  utilities  and  plowing.  Other 
Towns  around  us  give  funding  to  these  programs.  $2,500.00  is  not  a  whole  lot 
when  you  are  considering  a  child's  education. 
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Seddon  Savage  commented  that  she  is  strongly  in  support  of  kindergarten,  but 
hesitates  to  support  a  private  school.  Why  not  take  the  funds  to  support  the 
creation  of  a  public  kindergarten. 

Don  Stowell  testified  as  a  former  Principal  for  1 1  years  at  the  Sunapee  Elementary 
School  that  he  saw  a  tremendous  improvement  in  the  educational  quality  of  young 
students  when  Sunapee  began  its  kindergarten. 

Lynn  Wallace  expressed  concern  for  using  public  funds  to  support  a  private 
kindergarten.  Better  to  use  the  funds  to  create  a  public  kindergarten. 

Harry  Seidel  commented  that  this  school  is  the  least  expensive  program  available 
to  the  majority  of  parents  with  kindergarten  age  children.  If  you  are  very  poor, 
then  you  are  eligible  to  receive  assistance.  Consequently,  if  you  are  very  wealthy, 
the  cost  is  not  an  issue.  This  school  benefits  the  majority  income  level  families 
in  this  area. 

Doris  Newell,  President  of  the  Coop.,  explained  that  there  are  22  sets  of  parents 
and  22  sets  of  children  that  attended  this  school,  and  all  of  the  children  excelled 
when  they  entered  the  first  grade.  In  22  years,  this  is  the  first  year  this  school  has 
asked  for  assistance  from  the  Town. 

Jordan  Derderian  testified  to  the  benefits  of  kindergarten.  Without  the 
Bradford/Newbury  Cooperative,  many  of  the  students  in  Newbury  will  not  receive 
the  benefit  of  Kindergarten. 

Stan  Sias  commented  that  we  appropriate  $6,610.00  for  recreation,  certainly  we 
can  spend  $2,500.00  for  education.  If  there  is  a  child  in  this  Town  who  cannot 
afford  to  participate  in  the  program,  is  there  a  mechanism  set  up  so  that  child  may 
still  participate. 

Barbara  Calvert  informed  Mr.  Sias  that  their  Board  has  discussed  that  issue  again 
just  this  year,  and  they  are  working  on  a  scholarship  program  for  the  school.  The 
Town  currently  sends  out  2,100  tax  bills  which  breaks  down  to  $1.19/year  per  tax 
bill,  or  approximately  10  cents/month. 

Bill  Syvertsen  commented  that  if  this  $2,500.00  can  save  us  from  sending  one 
student  through  the  Readiness  program  prior  to  first  grade,  it  will  more  than  double 
our  payback. 

K.  Sue  Dugdale  informed  the  voters  that  there  is  a  warrant  article  on  the  School 
District  Warrant  for  the  institution  of  a  public  kindergarten. 

Linda  McLaughlin  commented  that  just  because  the  child  goes  to  kindergarten  does 
not  guarantee  that  the  child  will  not  have  to  repeat  a  grade.  A  lot  depends  on  the 
development  of  the  child. 
VOTE:  Majority  in  favor.  Article  15  was  adopted  as  read. 
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ARTICLE  16:   'To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$700.00  for  the  purposes  of  supporting  and  funding  the  administrative  functions  of 
the  newly  founded  Kearsarge  Area  Council  on  Aging. 
Motion  to  adopt  article  16  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Brenda  Digilio  asked  what  the  COA  does. 

Sherbrook  Rogers  explained  that  the  Council  On  Aging  helps  the  elderly  with 
transportation  to  and  from  the  hospital,  helps  the  elderly  in  going  on  shopping 
sprees,  finding  legal  assistance,  and  tending  to  odd  jobs  around  the  home,  etc.  It  is 
a  support  system. 

Steve  Winter  commented  that  as  good  as  this  cause  is,  there  are  many  things  on 
the  warrant  now.  The  Kearsarge  Valley  Hospice  does  similar  activities,  and  there 
are  other  groups  out  there  to  assist.  These  groups  should  be  looking  at  other 
means  of  raising  money  for  their  activities  than  the  Town  warrants. 

Margaret  Beers  commented  that  if  the  Town  is  going  to  pay  for  a  few  children  to 
go  to  school,  why  can't  we  help  the  aging.  These  are  people  who  need  help 
getting  to  the  hospital  etc.,  it  is  all  volunteer  work.  All  they  are  asking  for  is 
matching  funds  from  each  Town  to  help.  $700.00  is  not  a  lot  for  this  cause. 

Mildred  White  commented  that  she  feels  that  the  COA  is  a  complete  duplication  of 
services.  Three  Mountain  Senior  Citizens  has  been  incorporated  for  17  years  and 
the  S.C.O.N.E.S.  are  also  available  to  the  elderly.  When  a  bus  trip  went  to  the 
Steeplegate  Mall  at  Christmas  time  for  shopping,  only  five  people  went.  Another 
two  or  three  years  from  now  may  be  a  better  time  to  pursue  this  issue. 

Sherbrook  Rogers  emphasized  that  the  COA  also  transports  to  hospitals,  doctors 
offices,  etc.  We  have  done  close  to  1,000  rides  to  medical  facilities.  The  money  is 
needed  for  other  purposes  than  activities. 

Frank  Mikutajcis  supported  this  Article.  We  are  all  getting  old,  and  eventually 

will  need  someone  else  to  help  out.  They  have  a  Mr.  Fix-It  program  to  help  and 

are  in  the  process  of  implementing  other  services.  They  need  the  $700.00  to  get 

established. 

VOTE:  Majority  in  favor.  Article  16  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  17:    'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote  of  1947  Town 
Meeting  on  Article  1 1  which  "restricted  the  soliciting  of  business  on  the  town 
wharf  and  the  esplanade,  but  to  permit  the  landing  and  picking  up  of  people,"  and 
to  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  authorize  vending  on  said  property 
subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  charging  of  fees  for  the  use  of  town 
property,  insurance  requirements,  restrictions  on  location  and  time  of  vending,  and 
establishing  a  mechanism  for  selecting  the  vendor.' 
Motion  to  adopt  Article  17  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Alice  Lynn  commented  that  she  researched  the  town  records  last  summer  and  found 
no  reference  to  vending,  therefore  we  should  not  connect  rescinding  a  vote  from 


Page  99 


1947  to  authorizing  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  govern  vending.  It  should  be  two 
separate  articles. 

Moderator  Iacopino  explained  that  there  are  two  parts  to  the  article,  to  rescind  and 
to  govern  vending.  This  Article  was  prepared  in  accordance  with  legal  counsel. 

Alice  Lynn  also  commented  that  in  researching  the  vending  issue,  she  found  that 
there  are  on  record  restrictions  on  the  use  of  the  Newbury  Town  Hall  in  South 
Newbury.  She  urged  for  people  to  vote  against  vending  of  any  kind  on  any  Town 
property  in  respect  to  the  vote  of  1947. 

Lynn  Wallace  asked  why  isn't  it  time  to  move  along  with  the  times  and  let  the 
Selectmen  issue  permits  for  vending  on  any  Town  property. 
Moderator  Iacopino  explained  that  the  only  way  to  act  on  these  theories  for  vending 
is  to  make  an  amendment  to  this  article  to  rescind  the  old  ordinance  and  permit 
restricted  vending  on  the  esplanade  property  only.  If  this  article  does  not  satisfy 
the  town's  desire  as  written,  then  make  motion  to  amend. 

Lynn  Wallace  requested  that  another  person  moderate  this  Article  due  to  potential 
conflict  of  interest. 

Moderator  Iacopino  welcomed  the  request  which  enabled  him  to  make  personal 
comment  on  the  Article. 

Jim  Therrien,  the  Town's  newly  elected  Selectman  volunteered  to  act  as  Moderator 
for  this  article. 

Moderator  Therrien  explained  that  he  is  not  familiar  with  all  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  Moderating,  but  he  does  have  the  hammer.  Discussion  on  Article 
17  continued. 

Vincent  Iacopino  made  formal  motion  that  Article  17  be  amended  to  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  that  no  vending  be  permitted  on  any  Town  property.  Motion  was 
seconded.  Discussion  followed  on  the  amendment. 

Stan  Sias  asked  if  there  is  no  vending  on  any  Town  property,  are  we  then  at  risk  of 
telling  the  Senior  Citizens  that  they  cannot  hold  their  annual  bake  sale  in  the 
Town  Hall,  or  that  the  Fire  Department  cannot  hold  their  annual  auction,  or  the 
Fire  Department  that  they  cannot  hold  Bingo,  or  sell  coffee  and  snacks  at  the  back 
of  the  building  during  Town  Meeting.  We  are  getting  a  little  out  of  scope  with 
this  Article. 

Alice  Lynn  informed  Stan  Sias  that  the  records  that  were  researched  indicated  that 
this  ordinance  prohibiting  vending  held  all  charitable  organizations  exempt. 

Jordan  Derderian  commented  that  he  is  in  favor  of  vending  and  felt  a  lot  of  the  fury 
originated  this  summer  when  hot  dogs  and  soda  were  being  vended  at  the  Town 
beach.  He  felt  it  more  convenient  when  at  the  Town  dock  to  be  able  to  picnic  with 
a  hot  dog  and  soda  after  swimming  than  to  cross  Route  103  for  a  sit  down  meal  in 
a  restaurant.  At  this  present  day  and  age  we  should  allow  vending  on  our  Town 
property.  Let  the  consumer  have  a  choice  as  where  they  want  to  eat.  The  increase 
or  lack  of  consumer  demand  will  guide  what  is  desirable  or  acceptable. 
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Pauline  Bergeron  requested  that  this  Article  be  split  into  two  items.  One  to  rescind 
and  one  to  authorize  the  Selectmen. 

Moderator  Therrien  clarified  that  we  are  currently  discussing  the  motion  that  there 
be  no  vending  on  any  Town  property. 

Mary  Marzelli  commented  that  this  has  become  a  very  personal  issue.  We  need  to 
separate  out  the  personal  issues  and  get  to  the  bottom  issue:  Do  we  want  private 
enterprise  on  Town  property  for  personal  profit,  or  do  we  want  to  reserve  the 
property  for  parks  and  recreational  purposes.  This  is  not  voting  for  Chief  Tinker's 
Hot  Dogs  or  against  it,  and  this  is  not  voting  for  the  Trading  Post  or  against  it. 

Ken  Martin  asked  the  Selectmen  where  the  boundaries  of  the  State  right  of  way  end 

in  case  this  was  voted  through.  Could  a  vendor  get  a  permit  from  the  State  of 

N.H.  to  vend  in  their  right  of  way.  How  many  feet  does  the  State  own  from  the 

center  line  of  Route  103? 

Selectman  Thomas  explained  that  State  Law  prohibits  vending  in  the  State  right  of 

way. 

Ruth  Fleming  asked  what  the  status  of  the  swimming  lessons  would  be  if  this 
amendment  carries. 

Selectman  Thomas  explained  that  it  would  be  covered  under  Parks  and  Recreation. 
$1,400.00  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  will  help  fund  the  swim  lessons. 

Steve  Winters  commented  that  if  there  is  no  vending,  then  there  is  no  selling.  If 
you  want  to  exempt  charitable  organizations  as  was  done  in  1947,  then  you  need  to 
indicate  that  in  the  amendment. 

Lynn  Wallace  commented  that  Alice  Lynn  is  talking  about  the  old  ordinances  and 
she  is  in  favor  of  keeping  the  Town  sort  of  the  way  it  has  been  for  years.  "I  have 
lived  in  this  Town  all  my  life,  and  I  love  this  Town.  However  I  do  not  think  that 
means  we  have  to  keep  the  Town  the  same  forever.  We  can  improve  the  flavor  of 
the  Town.  I  think  it  is  better  to  have  more  choices.  More  choices  means  a  better 
economy  for  all  of  us.  I  think  we  can  trust  our  Selectmen  to  make  good,  fair 
choices  to  decide  who  gets  a  vending  permit  and  for  what  purpose." 

Jim  Drewniak  commented  that  this  issue  is  also  an  aesthetic  issue.  He  did  not  feel 
vending  equipment  is  aesthetically  pleasing  to  look  at,  and  would  rather  not  have 
vending  at  the  Town  Beach.  Do  we  have  any  idea  how  vending  would  be  regulated. 
Selectman  Albro  read  a  sample  vending  ordinance.  There  will  be  a  public  hearing 
on  April  1  at  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Town  Office  Building  to  hear  input  from  the 
Townspeople  for  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  ordinance. 

Comment  was  made  that  the  article  should  be  split. 

Moderator  Therrien  reiterated  that  we  are  discussing  the  amendment  of  Article  17. 

Albert  Bachelder  asked  that  the  Article  be  read  as  proposed  to  be  amended  so  we  are 
clear  what  we  are  voting  on. 

Moderator  Therrien  read:  Article  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the 
vote  of  the  1947  Town  Meeting  on  Article  1 1  which  "restricted  the  soliciting  of 
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business  on  the  town  wharf  and  the  esplanade,  but  to  permit  the  landing  and 
picking  up  of  people,"  and  to  prohibit  all  commercial  vending  on  Town  property.' 
The  person  who  seconded  the  amendment  was  in  agreement. 

Vincent  Iacopino  commented  that  Town  property  should  be  used  for  Town  use 
only,  not  personal  commercial  use.  There  is  a  lot  more  Town  property  than  just 
the  Town  beach.  We  have  to  consider  the  Library  property,  Safety  Services,  South 
Newbury  property,  Blodgett  Landing,  etc. 

Carl  Christensen  commented  that  we  should  remove  all  personalities  from  this  and 
move  into  the  21st  century.  We  should  think  of  the  safety  aspects  as  well. 

Michael  Marzelli  commented  that  he  felt  the  issue  of  vending  is  very  ill  conceived. 

There  are  parking  issues  to  consider,  and  liability  of  traffic  and  children. 

Competition  is  not  an  issue  because  a  vendor  cannot  successfully  compete  with  a 

restaurant. 

VOTE:  Majority  opposed.  Amendment  to  Article  17  was  defeated. 

Discussion  followed. 

Lynn  Wallace  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  17  to  read: 
'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote  of  the  1947  Town  Meeting  on 
Article  1 1  which  "restricted  the  soliciting  of  business  on  the  town  wharf  and  the 
esplanade,  but  to  permit  the  landing  and  picking  up  of  people",  and  to  vote  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  authorize  vending  on  any  Town  property 
subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  charging  of  fees  for  the  use  of  town 
property,  insurance  requirements,  restrictions  on  location  and  time  of  vending,  and 
establishing  a  mechanism  for  selecting  the  vendor.' 

The  intent  to  be  that  the  Selectmen  make  the  rules  and  regulations  with  our 
approval  and  administer  the  licensing  of  vending.  Motion  to  amend  Article  17  was 
seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Alice  Lynn  commented  there  is  not  adequate  parking  on  all  areas  of  Town  property. 
Encourage  a  no  vote  for  any  vending  on  any  Town  property.  The  liability  is  a  real 
concern  since  it  could  fall  back  on  the  taxpayers.  Additionally,  when  we  are 
spending  taxpayers'  money  on  Town  issues,  it  should  not  be  left  up  to  the  sole 
judgment  of  the  Selectmen. 

VOTE:  Majority  in  favor.  Article  17  was  amended.  Discussion  followed  on 
Article  17  as  amended. 

Bill  Syvertsen  commented  that  if  this  Article  is  passed  as  amended,  we  will  be 
expanding  the  use  of  the  shore  which  means  new  rules  and  regulations  which  will 
increase  the  Town's  liability  and  the  amount  of  work  required  by  the  Town.  This 
is  not  in  the  spirit  of  the  ordinance. 

Comment  was  made  to  be  careful  not  to  destroy  the  public  property  by  having 
cheap  vendors  on  our  precious  Town  property. 
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Meeting  was  recessed  to  vote  by  paper  ballot. 
Meeting  was  reconvened  at  1 1:05  p.m. 

ARTICLE  18:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  1,730  feet  of  Wildwood 
Road  and  75  feet  of  cul-de-sac  and  430  feet  of  Fox  Hollow  Lane  and  75  feet  of  cul- 
de-sac  at  Wildwood  Subdivision  off  Bay  Point  Road  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Road  Agent  and  Board  of  Selectmen.' 
Motion  to  adopt  Article  1 8  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Bob  Behrens,  spokesman  for  this  article,  explained  that  this  article  was  on  last 
year's  warrant  and  was  defeated  because  at  that  time  there  was  only  one  home  on 
this  road.  Now  there  are  two  homes  and  a  driveway  for  a  third.  The  lots  are 
selling  and  there  will  be  more  homes  in  the  near  future.  The  road  was  built  and 
maintained  to  Town  specifications  from  the  beginning. 

Frank  Mikutajcis  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  quality  of  the  road  construction  and 
maintenance  he  has  observed  from  the  very  beginning. 

Dickie  Wright  commented  that  the  Planning  Board  has  given  thought  to  require 
that  all  new  subdivisions  must  pave  their  roads  prior  to  Town  acceptance.  This 
requirement  will  cost  less  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  whole  Town. 

Bob  Behrens  explained  that  when  that  subdivision  was  approved  the  Town  implied 
that  if  the  developers  followed  the  current  specifications  regarding  road  building  at 
that  time,  the  road  could  be  accepted  by  the  Town.  The  developers  complied  with 
the  rules  and  the  lots  were  priced  based  on  the  projected  expenses  indicated  by  the 
Town's  approval  of  the  subdivision,  which  did  not  include  paving  as  a  requirement. 
Consideration  should  be  given  based  on  the  rules  that  were  in  place  at  the  time  that 
the  Town  approved  the  subdivision. 

Frank  Mikutajcis  added  that  there  is  a  land  owner  on  that  road  that  would  prefer  not 
to  have  the  road  paved  at  any  time. 

Dickie  Wright  speculated  that  this  would  mean  that  any  road  accepted  by  the  Town 
as  a  dirt  road  must  remain  a  dirt  road,  and  will  not  come  back  in  five  or  ten  years  to 
ask  for  paving. 

Brenda  Digilio  commented  that  part  of  the  reason  this  road  was  turned  down  last 
year  was  that  there  weren't  any  houses  up  there  at  the  time.  Two  to  three  homes  is 
not  a  very  large  percentage  of  development  to  justify  Town  acceptance.  We  should 
wait  until  more  of  the  lots  are  built  on  before  accepting  this  road. 

Walter  Beers  commented  that  there  is  not  greater  density  of  population  than 
Ramblewood,  other  than  Blodgett  Landing  or  Chalk  Pond.  There  is  a  brand  new 
house  in  Ramblewood  off  Ramblewood  Place;  and  even  though  the  subdivision  is 
over  25  years  old,  that  part  of  the  road  has  not  been  taken  over  by  the  Town. 

Alice  Lynn  commented  that  just  because  a  road  is  built  to  the  standards  of  a 
subdivision,  does  not  mean  the  Town  has  to  accept  that  road.  Specifications  are 
placed  for  safety  vehicles,  not  potential  acceptance. 
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Ken  Martin  commented  that  he  is  in  favor  of  the  article.  This  is  a  well  built  road. 
If  it  was  accepted,  it  would  be  on  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Highway  Foreman  in  lieu  of  the  Road  Agent.  It  is  a  high  quality  road. 

Bob  Messenger  commented  that  the  Highway  Foreman  indicated  that  this  road  is 
one  of  the  better  roads  in  Newbury.  However,  we  really  need  to  address  the  isue  of 
the  deteriorating  road  system  in  Newbury.  We  should  realize  we  need  to  upgrade 
and  maintain  the  roads  we  currently  own  before  we  continue  to  accept  more 
burdens. 

Nancy  Marashio,  Chair  of  the  Planning  Board,  explained  that  in  consulting  with 
the  road  authorities  in  Town  and  in  obtaining  professional  advice,  we  now  have 
subdivision  regulations  that  say  roads  in  any  new  subdivision  must  be  paved  prior 
to  Town  consideration.  However,  to  be  fair,  this  ordinance  went  into  effect  with 
any  subdivision  that  came  in  new  after  we  accepted  those  regulations  last  summer. 
This  subdivision  was  approved  prior  to  that  and  should  not  be  held  accountable  for 
paving. 

Lynn  Wallace,  in  favor  of  the  article  because  it  fits  into  the  regulations  that  were 
in  place  at  the  time  of  subdivision.  Additionally,  the  Town  should  consider 
expanding  the  highway  maintenance  crew  due  to  the  additional  miles  and  duties  that 
department  is  responsible  for.  It  is  time  to  appoint  a  road  agent. 

Linda  Powell,  in  agreement  with  the  Highway  Foreman,  the  Town  should  take  care 
of  the  existing  roads  before  we  accept  new  roads. 

Frank  Mikutajcis  wanted  to  explain  that  this  is  a  good  road.  The  Town  will  not 

have  to  put  money  into  it  if  we  take  it  over.  Even  the  mud  factor  is  not  a  major 

problem. 

VOTE:  Majority  in  favor.  Article  18  was  adopted  as  read. 

Results  of  Article  17  were  read  by  Jim  Therrien.  Article  17  read  as  follows: 
'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote  of  the  1947  Town  Meeting  on 
Article  1 1  which  "restricted  the  soliciting  of  business  on  the  town  wharf  and  the 
esplanade,  but  to  permit  the  landing  and  picking  up  of  people",  and  to  vote  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  authorize  vending  on  any  Town  property 
subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  charging  of  fees  for  the  use  of  town 
property,  insurance  requirements,  restrictions  on  location  and  time  of  vending,  and 
establishing  a  mechanism  for  selecting  the  vendor.' 

VOTE:    131  votes  cast,  73  -  Yes;  58  -  No  Majority  in  favor.  Article  17  was 
adopted  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  19:    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  support  having  the  Kearsarge 
Regional  District  Annual  Meeting  held  simultaneously  at  several  places,  one  such 
place  to  be  designated  the  central  meeting  place  and  the  others  as  subsidiary 
meeting  places.  Communications  between  all  places  shall  be  continuously 
available,  and  the  voters  at  all  places  shall  have  the  opportunity  to  participate  in 
the  district  meeting  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  officers  calling  the  meeting. 
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Motion  to  adopt  Article  19  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Moderator  Iacopino  explained  that  this  is  a  nonbinding  article.  It  is  only  to  get  a 
feeling  for  the  preference  of  the  Townspeople  in  Newbury.  Each  Town  in  the 
district  will  be  voting  on  their  preference,  to  be  considered  at  the  annual  school 
meeting. 

Lynn  Wallace  commented  that  she  has  attended  the  school  meetings  in  the  past, 
and  if  you  are  not  sitting  in  the  gym  at  the  High  School,  it  is  a  lot  harder  to  be 
recognized.  They  tried  to  do  this  in  the  Auditorium  in  the  same  building  and  it 
was  difficult  to  participate  from  across  the  same  building. 

Albert  Bachelder  asked  what  the  projected  costs  would  be  to  set  up  communications 
for  such  an  operation. 

Dickie  Wright,  Newbury  School  Board  member,  explained  that  this  was  an  article 
brought  to  the  school  board  to  be  placed  on  the  ballot.  The  School  Board  was  not 
in  favor  of  it  because  currently  there  is  not  State  legislation  to  even  allow  for  it. 
There  is  a  bill  pending  which  would  apply  to  the  1994  school  meeting.  The 
projected  costs  of  the  group  was  somewhere  around  $13,000.00  to  set  up  the 
electronics  part  of  it.  Additionally  bussing,  police,  and  emergency  personnel 
would  be  required.  Therefore,  the  figures  are  up  to  approximately  $20,000.00. 
Last  year's  school  meeting  took  near  1 1  hours.  If  we  split  up  the  meeting,  the 
logistics  say  the  time  factor  will  be  even  worse.  The  other  problem  is  that  there 
are  no  real  adequate  facilities  to  comfortably  place  and  legally  support  the  numbers 
of  people  that  are  projected  to  attend.  The  High  School  is  the  only  local  place  that 
can  support  this  large  type  of  a  group. 

Bill  Syvertsen  explained  that  the  original  cost  for  the  lines  and  charges  would  be 
$8,000.00;  superintendent  added  $4,000.00  to  cover  auxiliary  expenses.  There  is  a 
warrant  article  for  $12,000.00  on  the  School  Meeting  Warrant  if  this  is  accepted. 
The  basic  law  which  allows  the  school  meeting  to  happen  does  not  preclude  this 
from  happening  now. 

Additionally  the  equipment  installed  for  this  purpose  could  be  used  for  long 
distance  interactive  learning,  which  would  start  off  with  just  voice  communication. 
As  more  people  become  involved,  we  are  going  to  run  out  of  room  at  the  High 
School.  The  costs  of  $12,000.00  is  less  than  $1.00  per  person  in  the  district,  and 
the  equipment  could  also  be  used  for  educational  purposes. 

Albert  Tonkin  commented  that  the  reason  this  article  is  on  the  warrant  is  so  other 
towns  in  favor  of  changing  the  apportionment  will  be  able  to  get  more  of  their 
voters  to  the  polls  to  make  that  change.  They  don't  get  enough  people  to  the  High 
School  to  vote,  and  this  is  just  going  to  raise  Newbury's  taxes. 

Albert  Bachelder  commented  having  been  in  the  communications  field,  it  seems 
inconceivable  to  connect  these  locations  for  anywhere  near  $13,000.00. 
VOTE:  Majority  opposed.  Article  19  was  defeated. 
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ARTICLE  20:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  only  Newbury  residents 
or  relatives  of  Newbury  residents  to  be  buried  in  town  cemeteries. 
Selectman  Ayer  made  a  motion  to  withdraw  Article  20.  There  is  an  existing 
resolution  that  was  adopted  by  the  Town  on  May  25,  1977  which  stated  that  sale 
of  cemetery  lots  in  the  Town  of  Newbury  be  restricted  to  residents,  former 
residents,  taxpayers,  heirs  and  assigns. 

Hearing  no  objection  to  the  withdrawal,  the  Moderator  declared  the  motion  to 
withdraw  Article  20  is  accepted.  Motion  was  seconded. 

VOTE:  Majority  in  favor.  Article  20  was  withdrawn. 

ARTICLE  21:    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 

dispose  of  tax  deeded  property  by  sealed  bid,  public  auction  or  as  justice  may 

require. 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  21  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Del  Harris  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  21  to  read:  To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  dispose  of  tax  deeded  property  by  sealed  bid, 
public  auction  or  as  justice  may  require  after  such  sale  is  properly  noticed  in  the 
Argus  Champion. 

Dickie  Wright  commented  that  he  has  already  seen  this  advertisement  in  the  Argus 
Champion.  If  there  is  already  the  practice  of  doing  so,  isn't  this  argument  muted? 

Selectman  Albro  explained  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  made  it  their  practice  to 
use  the  Argus  Champion  as  the  Town's  paper  of  legal  notice. 
Moderator  Iacopino  commented  that  the  state  statute  requires  disposal  of  tax  deeded 
property  has  to  be  legally  advertised  in  the  county  in  which  the  property  is  located. 
It  does  not  specifically  name  any  particular  paper. 

Motion  was  seconded.  No  further  discussion  on  the  amendment. 
VOTE:  Majority  opposed.  Article  21  was  not  amended. 

No  further  discussion  followed  on  Article  21  as  read. 
VOTE:  Majority  in  favor.  Article  21  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  22:    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  receive  and  expend  federal  and  state  grants  which  may 
become  available  during  the  course  of  the  year,  in  accordance  with  RSA  31 :95:b 
and  also  to  accept  and  expend  money  with  any  other  governmental  unit  or  private 
source  to  be  used  for  purposes  for  which  the  town  may  legally  appropriate  money. 
Motion  to  adopt  Article  22  was  made  and  seconded.  No  discussion  followed. 
VOTE:  Majority  in  favor.  Article  22  was  adopted  as  read. 

Selectman  Albro  commented,  "Walter  Beers  kind  of  hit  me  in  my  memory  today 
when  he  said  I  have  deep  pockets  —  although  I've  been  told  that  before.  But  at  one 
of  our  public  hearings  when  Danny  Wolf  was  Selectman,  I  said  to  the  people  in 
the  audience,  'You  know,  I'm  cheap,  Danny  —  you're  tight,  but  Cliffy  here,  he's 
tighter  than  both  of  us  put  together.    And  that's  the  way  he  has  watched  your 
pennies  for  the  three  years  that  he  was  Selectman,  and  I  think  he  has  done  a 
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wonderful  job,  he's  been  dependable,  and  I've  really  enjoyed  working  with  him." 
The  audience  agreed  and  showed  their  appreciation  with  a  round  of  applause. 

Moderator  Iacopino  announced  that  if  there  is  anyone  present  that  was  elected  to 
office  March  9,  1993,  they  can  come  to  the  front  at  the  end  of  the  meeting  to  be 
sworn  into  office. 

Motion  to  adjourn  was  made  and  seconded.  Majority  in  favor.  Meeting  adjourned 
at  11:45  p.m.

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MINUTES  OF  SUMMER  TOWN  MEETING 
August    6,    1993 

Present:  Selectman  Albro;  Selectman  Thomas;  Selectman  Therrien;  Carole 
Hockmeyer,  Administrative  Assistant;  Dave  Bolton,  DRA;  Nancy  Marashio, 
Planning  Board  Chair;  Bob  Messenger,  ZBA  Chair;  Kevin  Walker,  Blodgett 
Landing  Waste  Manager;  Frank  Mikutajcis,  Building  Inspector;  James  Valiquet, 
Police  Chief;  Howard  Eaton,  Highway  Foreman;  Linda  Champy,  Town  Clerk  and 
Tax  Collector. 

Selectman  Albro  opened  the  meeting  at  7:30  p.m.  He  introduced  Dave  Bolton, 
representative  from  the  Department  of  Revenue,  State  of  NH. 

Mr.  Bolton  explained  that  different  property  types  appreciate  and  depreciate  at 
different  rates.  This  creates  inequity.  The  Valuation  process  restores  equity. 

The  assessment  ratio  is  the  difference  between  recent  sale  prices  and  assessments. 
This  is  a  very  expensive  process  to  perform.  In  stable  market  times,  it  is 
acceptable  to  go  for  longer  periods  of  time  between  revaluations.  In  1992  the 
Town  of  Newbury  was  at  52%  for  an  average  of  the  whole  Town.  That  is 
approximately  one  half  of  the  open  fair  market  value  of  sales. 

One  of  the  indicators  for  revaluation  is  to  measure  the  co-efficient  of  dispersion. 
Keeping  in  mind  that  all  of  the  properties  are  not  at  the  same  equity  standing,  the 
lower  the  co-efficient  of  dispersion,  the  better.  This  means  the  fair  market  sale 
prices  are  close  to  the  assessments.  Example: 

100%  Co-efficient  =1%  (every  sale  is  at  assessed  value) 
1%  GREAT 
10%  Good 
>15%  Not  good 

In  1991,  the  average  for  the  Town  of  Newbury  was  at  53%  of  fair  market  value 
with  a  co-efficient  of  24.85%.  In  1992,  the  co-efficient  was  18.6%.  This  is 
unacceptable.  Therefore,  Newbury  needs  to  be  reappraised  at  fair  market  value. 

The  personnel  performing  the  reappraisal  are  all  Department  of  Revenue 
Employees.  There  is  no  part-time  help,  no  data  collectors.  All  assessing 
employees  have  been  properly  trained  and  are  kept  in  constant  touch  with  all 
updated  information  in  their  fields.  All  appraisers  have  a  State  identification  card, 
light  color  car  with  a  State  seal  on  the  door.  The  appraisers  will  study  the  real 
estate  sales  in  Town  to  create  comparable  valuations  for  properties.  They  will  not 
consider  the  foreclosure  and  hardship  sales  in  their  computations,  only  negotiated 
sales. 

There  are  usually  not  a  lot  of  raw  land  sales  to  compare;  therefore  a  residual 
technique  is  used  to  create  the  land  valuation.  The  combined  assessment  is 
combined  (replacement  cost  new)  -  depreciation  +/-  costs  of  improvements.  The 
remaining  amount  is  contributed  to  the  land. 
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There  are  a  number  of  types  of  depreciation  attributed  to  a  structure  which  require 

the  assessor  to  walk  through  the  building. 

Physical  Depreciation:  Cracked  plaster,  missing  and/or  broken  boards 
Functional  Depreciation:    Substandard  living  conditions,  i.e.,  in  an  old 

colonial  there  may  be  three  bedrooms,  but  in  order  to  access  the  third  bedroom,  you 

need  to  pass  through  the  second  bedroom. 

Economic  Depreciation:  Something  that  affects  the  property  value  that  is 

not  on  the  property. 

The  best  assurance  a  property  owner  can  have  for  a  fair  evaluation  is  to  assist  the 
assessors  in  their  efforts  to  assess  the  house,  inside  and  out. 

There  is  no  time  schedule.  "When  we're  done,  we're  done." 

Typically,  the  assessors  will  approach  the  town  in  map  sections.  The  field 
assessors  will  bring  the  cards  to  the  supervisor  who  will  review  all  of  the 
properties.  That  will  ensure  continuity  and  consistency  of  each  section  with  the 
other.  The  assessors  will  not  work  on  the  weekends,  8:30  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m. 
Monday  through  Friday. 

The  fair  market  value  will  be  determined  based  on  sales  in  Newbury.  However,  if 
there  are  not  sufficient  sales,  then  the  assessors  may  be  forced  to  look  outside  of 
Newbury  in  areas  of  the  same  socioeconomic  types. 

Equity  and  Consistency  =  Purpose  of  Revaluation. 

Waterfront  and  unique  views  have  held  their  value  better  than  others. 

The  new  tax  maps  will  be  useful  during  the  reval.  Mr.  Bolton  commented,  "I 
haven't  seen  a  town  yet  that  has  been  revaluated  that  there  haven't  been  mistakes 
between  the  town  records  and  the  property  owner's  knowledge."  He  encouraged  the 
property  owners  to  examine  their  property  tax  cards  for  accuracy. 

A  seasonal  septic  system  capacity  will  not  affect  the  value  of  a  property.  The 
valuations  will  be  based  on  sales  data. 

If  an  assessor  cannot  gain  entry  into  a  dwelling,  he  will  estimate  to  his  oest 
ability.  The  condition  of  the  exterior  shall  be  assumed  comparable  to  the  interior 
and  shall  be  valuated  as  such.  The  first  time  the  assessor  shall  measure  the  exterior 
of  the  dwelling.  The  second  time  he  visits,  a  door  hanger  shall  be  left  to  make 
arrangements  to  meet  for  entry.  If  there  is  no  response,  a  letter  shall  be  sent.  If 
there  is  still  no  response,  the  valuation  shall  be  based  on  the  assessor's  estimation. 

There  shall  be  informal  tax  payer  reviews.  DRA  shall  mail  a  booklet  of  all 
assessments.  Check  the  booklet  for  consistency  of  your  property  with  others.  In 
the  booklet  there  will  be  instructions  what  to  do  and  who  to  contact  if  you  do  not 
agree  with  the  assessment.  If  you  do  not  think  your  assessment  is  in  line  with 
other  properties,  there  is  a  procedure  and  sufficient  time  to  review  the  records  with 
DRA. 
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Mr.  Bolton  handed  out  an  outline  of  the  appeal  process.  Each  tax  payer  has  two 
months  after  the  last  tax  bill  is  mailed  to  apply  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
review.  If  you  are  not  satisfied  with  the  results  of  the  Selectmen's  review,  you 
have  an  additional  6  months  to  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Land  and  Tax  Appeals  or  the 
Superior  Court.  The  State  DRA  will  recommend  whether  or  not  to  grant  an 
abatement  on  assessments. 

QUESTIONS: 

Robert  Trimper  expressed  concerns  on  behalf  of  the  non-resident  tax  payers. 

*  Most  non-residents  are  gone  from  Newbury  at  Labor  Day.  Is  there  anything  that 

can  be  done  regarding  the  reassessments  while  the  summer  residents  are  in 

Newbury. 

Mr.  Bolton  explained  that  it  will  take  approximately  four  months.   The  assessors 

will  be  back  for  construction  pick  ups  in  the  summer  of  1994. 

Selectman  Therrien  asked  when  the  assessors  will  start. 
Mr.  Bolton  said  it  is  indeterminable. 

Mr.  Mikutajcis  asked  how  the  assessors  will  be  able  to  assess  fairly  in  the  winter 

months. 

Mr.  Bolton  explained  that  the  assessors  will  be  measuring  outside  dimensions 

during  the  winter  months  if  they  are  unable  to  gain  access  into  the  buildings. 

Clare  Gordon  commented  that  some  residents  may  not  appreciate  door  hangers  as  a 
sign  of  advertisement  that  nobody  is  home.  Especially  if  the  residence  is 
unoccupied  all  winter. 

Mr.  Bolton  agreed  that  if  they  can  identify  who  is  gone  for  the  duration  of  the 
winter,  they  will  not  leave  a  door  hanger. 

Candie  O'Connor  asked  where  the  letters  from  the  DRA  regarding  the  revaluation 
will  be  sent  if  some  people  have  an  out  of  state  mailing  address. 
Mr.  Bolton  informed  the  group  that  the  addresses  will  be  generated  from  the  tax  list 
on  file  with  the  Town. 

George  Gordon  asked  if  there  was  some  place  where  non  residents  can  sign  up 

indicating  no  door  hangers. 

Mr.  Bolton  commented  that  should  be  able  to  be  handled  at  the  Selectmen's  office. 

Mrs.  Lanzillo  asked  if  an  inventory  sheet  will  be  sent  prior  to  the  printing  of  a 

booklet. 

Mr.  Bolton  explained  that  the  DRA  does  not  send  inventories. 

Selectman  Albro  explained  that  the  Town  of  Newbury  voted  inventory  reports  out 

at  a  previous  Town  Meeting. 
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Charles  Schiess  asked  how  much  the  taxes  are  going  to  go  up  after  the  valuation. 
Mr.  Bolton  explained  that  the  DRA  cannot  answer  that  until  every  property  is 
assessed  and  a  tax  rate  is  set.    Typically,  1/3  of  the  properties  will  increase  in 
property  taxes,  1/3  will  remain  the  same,  and  1/3  will  decrease. 

Lois  Borgman  asked  if  the  assessor  will  notice  in  the  Argus  Champion  which 
section  of  Town  they  will  be  working. 

Mr.  Bolton  said  that  is  feasible.    The  actual  area  can  be  either  fast  or  slow, 
depending  on  the  number  of  properties. 

A  question  was  asked,  what  are  the  average  number  of  abatements. 

Mr.  Bolton  said  less  than  10%  go  to  the  informal  tax  payer  reviews,  and  there  are 

even  less  abatements  after  that. 

Comment  was  made  that  it  is  difficult  to  dispute  an  assessment  when  all  the  tax 
payer  gets  is  a  figure. 

Mr.  Bolton  informed  the  group  that  they  can  go  to  the  Selectmen's  office  and  ask 
to  look  at  their  property  tax  card  which  will  itemize  out  the  assessment  figures. 

Mr.  Trimper  asked  what  types  of  assets  will  be  considered  when  assessing,  i.e., 

beaches,  views,  access,  and  how  much  will  be  based  on  the  subjectivity  of  the 

assessor. 

Mr.  Bolton  commented  that  the  field  person  compares  the  property  to  what  has 

recently  sold  with  similar  characteristics,  i.e.,  comparable  sales. 

Mr.  Trimper  asked  how  far  back  in  time  the  assessors  will  go  when  comparing 

sales. 

Mr.  Bolton  said  the  assessors  will  use  the  sales  data  from  the  last  two  years. 

Mr.  Trimper  asked  what  if  there  have  been  no  sales. 

Mr.  Bolton  explained  that  the  assessors  will  use  the  best  data  available,  which  may 

mean  going  to  the  next  map  section  of  Town. 

John  McLeod  asked  if  Great  Island  will  be  done  all  at  the  same  time. 

Mr.  Bolton  said  ideally,  yes.  Arrangements  will  need  to  be  made  for  a  boat.   But 

additional  trips  will  be  made  if  necessary. 

Mr.  Hillyer  asked  if  the  letters  will  be  mailed  bulk  mailing. 
Mr.  Bolton  said  all  letters  shall  go  out  first  class  mail. 

Mr.  Hillyer  asked  how  the  police  department  feels  about  door  tags. 

Mr.  Valiquet  commented  that  it  is  not  good  to  identify  a  house  as  being  empty. 

However,  keep  in  mind  that  unshoveled  snow  is  also  a  flag  indicating  absence. 

Selectman  Albro  offered  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  will  collect  a  list  of  people 
who  do  not  want  door  tags. 

Mr.  Trimper  proposed  that  no  door  tags  should  be  used  on  residences  with  out  of 
state  addresses. 
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Joyce  Babcock  asked  when  the  informal  reviews  will  take  place. 

Mr.  Bolton  said  they  will  try  to  coordinate  with  the  property  owners.   The  more 

communication,  the  better  for  everyone. 

Ms.  Babcock  asked  if  the  assessors  can  use  New  London  and  Sunapee  as 

comparable  communities. 

Mr.  Bolton  said  that  is  unknown  at  this  time. 

Mr.  Trimper  commented  that  the  properties  at  the  South  end  of  the  Lake  are  not  as 
valuable  as  those  at  the  Northern  end. 

Mr.  Bolton  commented  that  he  has  no  intention  and  will  not  attempt  to  discuss 
values  of  properties,  only  assessing  procedures. 

William  Gall  commented  that  some  homes  have  been  revaluated  recently.  Will  the 
assessors  look  at  the  history  of  a  property's  last  valuation. 

Mr.  Bolton  explained  that  the  assessors  will  not  look  at  old  property  record  cards. 
Everything  will  be  measured  and  revaluated.  Starting  fresh. 

A  property  has  recently  installed  a  new  septic.  One  of  the  conditions  to  approve 
that  installation  was  the  promise  to  never  rent  the  property.  Can  the  owner  now 
rent  the  property  if  everything  is  going  to  be  starting  fresh. 

Mr.  Bolton  commented  that  the  revaluation  does  not  clean  the  slate  for  binding 
agreements,  only  valuation. 

Thomas  O'Neill  asked  why  the  revaluation  is  not  started  in  the  spring  due  to  the 

number  of  non  residents. 

Mr.  Bolton  explained  that  the  revaluation  will  be  started  as  soon  as  the  State  can 

begin.    The  assessors  will  be  here  in  the  spring  also  to  do  new  construction  and 

pickups. 

Patricia  Dugdale  asked  how  much  the  revaluation  will  cost. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  said  approximately  $135,000.00  which  has  been 

appropriated  in  segments  at  Town  Meetings. 

Mr.  Bolton  explained  that  revaluation  is  a  time  consuming  process.  It  cannot  be 
completed  in  one  season.  The  December  tax  bill  in  1994  should  reflect  the  new 
valuations. 

Joyce  Babcock  asked  if  utility  poles  will  impact  an  assessment. 

Mr.  Bolton  explained  that  public  service  easements  etc.   will  decrease  an 

assessment. 

Frank  Lanza  commented  that  many  of  the  cottage  owners  will  not  be  in  Newbury 
during  the  appraisal  time.  If  the  assessors  wait  for  the  cottage  owners  to  return  in 
the  spring,  the  appraisals  can  be  done  right  the  first  time  and  eliminate  the  need  for 
the  tax  payer  review  process. 
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Mr.  Bolton  commented  that  the  residents,  full  time  and  part  time,  are  required  to 
comply  with  the  assessors'  schedule.  The  tax  payer  review  is  set  up  in  case  it  was 
not  possible  for  the  resident  to  be  available  at  the  time  of  assessing. 

Comment  was  made  that  over  50%  of  the  Newbury  population  consists  of  non- 
residents, and  over  60%  of  the  tax  base  comes  from  non-residents.  "You're  not 
making  this  easy  for  a  great  percentage  of  the  taxpayers." 

Fred  Hillyer  asked  how  other  seasonal  communities  respond  to  this  type  of  a 

situation. 

Mr.  Bolton  said  it  has  never  been  a  problem.  You  are  worrying  too  much. 

Mr.  Bolton  summarized  that  when  the  property  owners  see  their  valuations  in  the 
summer,  Newbury  will  not  have  a  tax  rate  set  for  1994  at  that  time,  so  we  still 
won't  know  what  you  will  owe  for  taxes.  If  you  disagree  with  the 
ASSESSMENT,  go  to  the  informal  tax  payer  review  at  the  Department  of 
Revenue.  Keep  in  mind  that  appeals  on  assessments  are  not  retroactive. 
Procedural  brochures  will  be  supplied  to  the  Non-resident  Tax  Payer  Association 
members. 

Bob  Trimper  announced  for  all  those  non-resident  tax  payers  that  he  has 
applications  to  become  a  member  of  the  NRTPA  and  consequently  be  on  its 
mailing  list. 

Henry  Thomas,  Selectman,  gave  a  brief  on  current  procedures  to  obtain  building 
permits.  He  advised  that  if  the  property  is  within  300'  of  the  shoreline  of  the  lake 
or  permanent  streams,  check  with  the  Selectmen's  office  prior  to  commencing 
activity.  The  buffer  zone  around  the  lakes  and  permanent  streams  are  strict. 

Egbert  Albro,  Selectman,  explained  the  procedure.  Obtain  a  building  permit 
application  from  the  Selectmen's  office;  fill  it  out  and  return  it  to  the  office.  The 
Selectmen  meet  and  will  review  the  application(s)  Monday  evenings.  As  long  as 
the  request  conforms  to  the  regulations  there  should  be  no  problem.  The 
Selectmen  will  do  an  on-site  visit.  If  the  request  does  not  comply  with  the 
regulations,  you  will  be  advised  to  appeal  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment. 

Charles  Schiess  informed  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  the  beach  at  Blodgett 
Landing  washes  out.  Can  that  be  addressed. 
The  Board  of  Selectmen  said  yes. 

Fred  Hillyer  commented  that  there  are  no  signs  to  say  no  swimming  on  the  east 
side  of  the  dock  at  Newbury  Harbor.  That  creates  a  great  liability  to  the  Town. 
Mr.  Albro  assured  him  that  the  Town  can  erect  a  sign  to  cover  that  liability  issue. 

Bob  Messenger,  a  member  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  expressed  concern 
to  protect  the  lake.  However,  any  ordinance  is  only  good  if  it  can  adjust  with 
time. 
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Comment  was  made  that  it  seems  to  be  the  practice  that  if  people  don't  want  to 
take  the  paper  channel,  "just  do  it".  Those  people  should  be  fined  heavily  or 
ordered  to  take  the  structure  down.  It  sends  a  bad  message  to  the  person  who  pays 
the  $150.00  to  go  to  the  ZBA  and  gets  refused. 

Nancy  Marashio,  Planning  Board  Chair,  explained  that  when  the  Planning  Board 
wrote  that  ordinance,  it  said  it  would  be  for  one  year.  Most  ordinances  are  written 
for  conforming  lots;  around  the  lakes  we  see  a  lot  of  non-conforming  lots.  There 
is  a  $20,000.00  grant  coming  our  way.  The  State  will  have  a  representative  to 
consult  with  the  three  towns  around  Lake  Sunapee  to  help  us  understand  what 
impacts  make  a  negative  impact  so  we  can  focus  on  regulating  those  areas.  It  is 
common  knowledge  that  this  ordinance  needs  change,  but  it  needs  careful  scientific 
change. 

Ms.  Marashio  went  on  to  discuss  one  of  the  Planning  Board's  next  projects  to 
update  the  Masterplan.  We  are  currently  having  meetings  and  discussions  on  how 
to  approach  the  Masterplan.  A  questionnaire  will  be  sent  to  all  tax  payers.  We  are 
trying  to  work  with  ALL  tax  payers,  full  time  and  part-time  residents.  Some 
things  to  keep  in  mind  for  input: 

-  What  do  you  want  the  Town  to  look  like 

-  Placement  of  commercial  districts 

-  Septic  laws 

-  Zoning  for  dense  areas 

-  What  is  important? 

If  you  cannot  make  a  meeting,  please  place  a  telephone  call  or  write  us  a  letter  if 
you  have  any  input. 

Colonel  William  Gall  commented  on  concerns  with  the  governmental  process 
becoming  too  complicated,  and  will  the  Selectmen  have  the  time  to  devote  to  the 
problems  facing  Newbury. 

1.  Budgetary  process  should  be  established  with  priorities  for  funding;  a 
means  should  be  established  to  meet  those  priorities;  and  the  Town  should  get 
someone  to  write  for  federal  grants. 

2.  The  Selectmen  need  to  be  in  a  position  to  establish  policy  and 
priority.  There  should  be  a  Town  administrator  to  carry  out  the  policy  which  the 
Selectmen  establish  on  behalf  of  the  interests  of  the  Town. 

3.  The  School  budget  should  be  further  examined.  Health  benefits  should 
not  be  the  priority  in  the  school  budget. 

Sandy  Stark  asked  if  the  loss  of  the  Hay  Estate  impact  the  town  tax  roles. 
Carole  Hockmeyer,  Administrative  Assistant,  explained  that  the  Estate  contributes 
but  not  as  much  as  if  it  were  privately  owned.  The  Wild  Goose  property  is  a  total 
tax  loss. 

The  Selectmen  were  asked  if  there  are  any  provisions  at  the  Transfer  Station  to 

dispose  of  oil  and  antifreeze. 

The  Selectmen  advised  that  the  transfer  station  will  take  oil  and  antifreeze,  and 

Rainbow  Garage  on  Route  103 A  will  also  take  oil  and  antifreeze  and  recycle  the 

deposit. 
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Bob  Messenger  encouraged  people  to  go  to  the  Second  Annual  Newbury  Day  at  the 
State  Park  on  September  5,  1993,  rain  or  shine.  There  will  be  games,  emergency 
demonstrations,  displays,  a  chicken  barbecue  ($6.00),  a  lift  ride,  and  a  State  Police 
Canine  Unit  demonstration. 

Motion  was  made  to  adjourn  the  meeting.  All  in  favor.  Meeting  adjourned  at  9:20 
p.m.
